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The  Ancients  offering  in  Heritage’s  NYINC  auction  cycle  includes  one  of  the  most  significant  rarities  offered  anywhere  in 
recent  years,  a  silver  decadrachm  of  Alexander  the  Great.  Minted  at  Babylon  to  pay  the  Macedonian  officers  who  followed 
the  great  conqueror  to  the  “ends  of  the  earth,”  this  impressive  piece  highlights  our  Platinum  Night  offering  of  Ancients. 
This  session  also  features  a  second  silver  decadrachm,  this  one  from  the  city  of  Syracuse,  from  dies  engraved  by  the 
Sicilian  master  Kimon.  Other  highlights  in  that  session  include  a  stunning  Carthaginian  gold  stater,  a  run  of  Ptolemaic  gold 
octodrachms,  a  magnificent  Judean  silver  sela  of  the  Bar  Kokhba  Revolt,  and  a  number  of  significant  Roman  coins  in  all 
metals,  with  a  particular  emphasis  on  gold  aurei  of  the  Tetrarchic  era  (AD  284-31 2).  Among  the  latter  are  a  superb  aureus 
of  Constantius  I  Chlorus  (AD  305-306)  from  the  mint  of  Aquileia,  one  of  only  two  known  examples,  and  a  beautiful  aureus 
of  Maximian  (AD  284-305)  depicting  Hercules  battling  the  Hydra. 

Our  Signature  offering  of  Ancients  features  more  than  300  lots  of  high-quality  Greek,  Judean,  Roman  and  Byzantine  coins. 
Among  Greek  coins,  the  glory  of  Athens  is  exemplified  by  a  long  run  of  superb  Athenian  “owl”  tetradrachms  ranging  from 
early  Archaic,  through  the  Classical  era,  to  the  New  Style  coinage.  The  Roman  offering  features  an  impressive  run  of  Julio- 
Claudian  coins,  including  several  rare  denarii  of  the  emperor  Gaius  ‘Caligula’.  The  Byzantine  section  is  replete  with  rarities, 
including  a  unique  lightweight  solidus  of  Tiberius  III,  a  mint  state  Leontius,  and  two  solidi  of  the  scarce  Philippicus. 

We  are  especially  proud  of  this  year’s  diverse  offering  of  world  coinage  that  spans  every  corner  of  the  ‘modern’  globe. 
From  individual  rarities  to  selections  of  finely  curated  collections,  the  coins,  medals  and  other  numismatic  objects  you’ll 
see  within  are  bound  to  impress.  While  highlights  are  numerous,  an  imposing  Scottish  James  II  60  Shillings  date  1688 
and  struck  for  the  first  time  in  the  early  19th  century  from  original  dies  has  got  to  be  among  the  most  mesmerizing  items 
within.  Examples  were  struck  in  silver  and  gold,  with  only  3  known  in  gold,  giving  this  coin  an  irresistible  allure  with  the 
lover  of  large  gold  issues.  Another  marvelous  gold  highlight  is  the  extremely  rare  1889-dated  Honduras  10  Pesos.  It,  being 
one  of  only  25  struck  and  the  finer  of  only  two  known  surviving  examples,  is  certain  to  catch  the  eye  of  the  Latin  American 
specialist. 


Other  highlights  include  a  full  run  denomination  run  of  Czechoslovakian  ducats  from  the  final  1951  date.  This  group, 
comprised  of  the  1 , 2,  5  and  10  ducat  denominations  is  a  low-mintage  key  in  all  denominations,  with  the  10  ducat,  certified 
by  PCGS  as  a  MS66,  being  the  finest  graded.  Yet  another  stand-alone  rarity  is  an  amazing  French  5  Francs  pattern  set 
of  Louis  Philippe  I  that  was  struck  in  gold  and  silver  to  celebrate  his  Rouen  mint  visit.  While  extremely  rare  in  its  own  right, 
the  ca.1 900s  custom  engraved  silver  box  that  accompanies  the  lot,  and  its  connection  to  J.P  Morgan,  push  its  desirability 
over  the  top. 

Collections  of  note  include  part  1  of  the  Pura  Vida  Collection  of  Costa  Rica,  the  RichLyn  Collection  that  showcases  an 
exceptional  selection  of  gold  and  silver  British  type  coins  and  finally  an  impressively  advanced  collection  that  contains 
volumes  of  VOC  coinage  from  the  Netherlands  East  Indies. 


Of  course,  many  other  spectacular  treasures  exist  within,  so  don’t  turn  those  pages  to  quickly. .  .browse  carefully.  Also,  be 
sure  to  check  out  our  other  single-owner  catalogs  that  highlight  the  Rudman  Collection  of  Mexican  Coins,  part  II,  as  well 
as  the  David  Vice  Collection  of  British  Commonwealth  Coins.  We  will  be  offering  these  lots  on  the  final  Sunday  of  NYINC

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29703  Pair  of  Waterloo  Medal  Negative  Image  Galvanic  Molds  by  Pistrucci  (1815),  Eimer-1067var.,  BHM-870var.  Undoubtedly  the  Waterloo  medal 
is  one  of  the  most  widely  known  and  desired  medals  from  the  19th  century.  Master  engraver  Benedetto  Pistrucci  took  33  years  to  complete  the 
work  on  this  medal.  Its  dimensions  are  mammoth:  140.8  mm  in  diameter.  These  galvanic  molds  are  larger  still,  with  an  outer  rim  encircling  each 
side.  The  background  for  the  creation  and  execution  of  the  medal  was  treated  at  length  in  our  Tokens  and  Medals  catalog  from  September  2008, 
lot  28829,  when  we  offered  (and  sold)  a  copper  medal. 

The  size  of  these  medals  precluded  traditional  striking  on  a  press.  All  Waterloo  medals  were  produced  as  electrotypes  from  an  electro¬ 
form  such  as  this  one.  An  in-depth  discussion  of  this  process  is  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  E-Sylum  by  Dick  Johnson,  volume  11,  number  36, 
article  #17.  The  exact  source  of  these  particular  molds  is  not  known  as  the  consignor  purchased  them  from  an  estate  sale.  The  most  desir¬ 
able  provenance  would  be  the  original  Pinches  mold  from  1849.  However,  this  is  unprovable  as  far  as  we  know,  and  several  other  molds 
have  been  produced  over  the  years.  An  interesting  passage  in  Johnson’s  article  tells  of  the  accuracy  of  this  form  of  reproduction: 

“The  most  important  thing  you  should  remember  about  electroforming — it  replicates  minute  detail.  In  comparison  with  other  methods  of  making 
numismatic  items,  foundry  casting  reproduces  detail  down  to  1/100  of  an  inch,  die  striking  reproduces  detail  down  to  l/1000th  of  an  inch,  but 
electroforming  reproduces  detail  down  to  to  the  width  of  an  atom! 

“Medalmakers  have  a  saying  about  this:  “If  it  is  in  the  model,  it  is  in  the  medal.” 

These  two  molds  have  a  thick  layer  of  wax  on  the  back  of  each  and  on  the  flange  outside  the  design  area.  The  wax  is  clear,  milky-white,  and 
red  in  various  areas.  The  purpose  of  the  wax,  as  again  explained  by  Dick  Johnson,  is  to  provide  resistant  material  where  no  metal  is  wanted  to 
be  deposited  in  the  plating  process.  According  to  Johnson,  “If  this  were  not  done  the  metal  would  deposit  on  both  sides,  all  around  and  entomb 
the  desired  electroform.”  It  was  the  consignor’s  belief  that  the  different  colors  of  wax  most  likely  represent  periodic  touching  up,  thus  indicat¬ 
ing  production  over  a  long  time  period.  Johnson  agreed,  and  added  “Electrotypers  generally  only  keep  one  kind  of  wax  on  hand.”

The  1846-NG  8  Reales  were  struck  after  a  hiatus  of  3  years  (the  last  date  coined  was  in 
1842)  and  exist  in  three  varieties:  two  with  assayer  initials  “MA”  (rare  in  any  grade)  or  “A”  both  with  the  misspelled  CRESCA  legend  (similar 
to  all  the  other  dates  in  the  series,  except  for  the  variety  of  the  present  example)  and  one  with  assayer  initials  “AE”  and  the  correct  spelling 
CREZCA  (with  “Z”  over  “S”).  Most  (or  all)  of  these  coins  come  from  the  same  obverse  die,  albeit  the  “AE”  coins  show  a  more  deteriorated  die 
state  and  were  thus  clearly  struck  later  (as  one  would  also  expect  from  the  corrected  spelling).  However,  all  the  1847  NG  8  Reales  again  show 
the  incorrect  CRESCA  spelling  (and  all  have  the  single  “A”  assayer  initial)  which  would  seem  puzzling  since  reverting  to  an  error.  An  analysis 
of  the  contemporary  documentation  has  allowed  the  cataloger  to  conclude  that  the  1846  NG-AE  coin  was  in  fact  struck  at  a  much  later  date  and 
thus  explain  this  apparent  incongruence.  First  note  that  until  1844,  the  Guatemala  mint  had  two  working  assayers:  1  sup  st  /sup  assayer  Manuel 
Munoz  and  2  sup  nd  /sup  assayer  Apolinario  Espana.  Munoz  passed  away  on  December  19,  1843,  and  Espana  was  promoted  to  replace  him  on 
January  5,  1844  while  the  2  sup  nd  /sup  assayer  post  vas  left  vacant  due  to  economic  considerations  and  so  he  still  was  the  sole  assayer  in  1854. 
It  is  thus  clear  that  the  “M”  and  “A”  initials  must  correspond  to  those  two  Mint  employees.  We  also  know  that  Engraver  Casildo  Espana  (brother 
of  Apolinario)  wrote  on  December  16,  1847  to  the  Mint’s  Director  Manuel  Cerezo,  indicating  that  the  die  used  for  the  8  Reales  coins  had  shown 
up  to  that  date  the  misspelling  CRESCA  on  the  reverse  legend,  and  asking  permission  to  change  it  to  the  correct  CREZCA  for  the  coinage  of 
1848.  Cerezo  forwarded  this  request  on  the  following  day  to  the  Minister  of  Exchequer  also  asking  whether  the  legend  on  the  coinage  should  be 
changed  to  REPUBLICA  DE  GUATEMALA  (since  the  Central  American  Republic  had  been  dismantled).  The  reply  was  typically  bureaucratic 
in  that  the  mint  should  continue  to  strike  the  8  Reales  coins  without  any  change  in  the  dies  including  the  1847  date  until  new  designs  for  the 
Republican  coinage  were  approved  and  completed.  Therefore,  it  is  easy  to  conclude  that  all  the  8  Reales  struck  in  1846  were  of  the  CRESCA 
variety  (thus  featuring  the  “MA”  and  “A”  initials)  since  they  were  struck  prior  to  the  mentioned  letter  of  December  1847  which  interrupts  the 
intention  to  correct  the  CRESCA  spelling  error.  It  is  likely  that  the  first  coins  struck  in  1846  (the  first  struck  after  a  hiatus  of  3  years,  as  noted 
previously)  used  left-over  dies  from  1842  featuring  the  “MA”  initials.  A  new  correct  die  with  only  the  “A”  initial  must  have  been  employed 
shortly  thereafter  (which  explains  the  rarity  of  the  1846  NG-MA  8  Reales)  and  used  for  the  rest  of  the  year.  Then,  coins  were  struck  in  all  of  1847 
(and  also  in  subsequent  years,  following  the  December  1847  instructions)  using  reverse  dies  with  only  the  “A”  initial:  reverse  die  links  between 
1846  NG-A  and  1847  NG-A  coins  and  1847/6  NG-A  overdates  can  be  found  proving  that  this  was  the  actual  sequence  in  time.  Naturally,  this  also 
explains  the  availability  of  the  1847  NG-A  coins.  The  “AE”  initials  on  the  1846  NG-AE  coins  clearly  correspond  to  the  single  assayer  (Apolinario 
Espana)  working  between  1844  and  1854,  but  they  must  have  been  struck  after  the  series  of  1846  and  1847  NG-A  coins:  this  is  entirely  consis¬ 
tent  with  the  more  deteriorated  dies  used  to  mint  the  1846  NG-AE  specimens,  as  noted  previously.  Since  these  “AE”  initials  also  appear  on  the 
extremely  rare  Columbus  8  Reales  pattern  of  1854,  the  cataloger  finally  concludes  that  the  present  coin  was  likely  struck  ca.  1853-1854.

After  the  destruction  ofMotya  by  the  Syracusan  tyrant  Dionysius 
I,  the  Carthaginians  relocated  the  surviving  population  to  a 
new,  well- defended  fortress  on  the  western  corner  of  Sicily.  The 
Greeks  called  the  city  Lilybaion,  while  the  Carthaginians  referred 
to  it  as  Ras  Melqart,  or  the  “ Cape  of  Melqart.”  A  second  Punic 
mint  ( after  Entella)  was  established  there  producing  coins  closely 
modeled  on  the  issues  of  Syracuse,  usually  featuring  a  charg¬ 
ing  quadriga  backed  with  a  female  head  surrounded  by  leaping 
dolphins.

The  earliest  “owl”  coinage  of  Athens  circa  515-500  BC  veers 
sharply  between  dies  of  remarkable  crudity,  comprising  most  of 
the  coins  struck,  and  a  limited  number  of  issues  displaying  great 
refinement.  The  great  disparity  in  artistic  quality  led  Seltman  to 
propose  an  “ imperial ”  mint  in  the  Attic  or  Thracian  hinterlands, 
staffed  by  artists  of  little  or  no  talent,  and  a  “civic”  mint  whose 
engravers  displayed  the  full  virtues  of  archaic  art.  In  the  latter 
category  falls  this  lovely  tetradrachm  struck  in  the  last  decade 
of  the  sixth  century  BC.  The  head  of  Athena  exhibits  a  pleasant 
profile  and  her  lips  are  drawn  into  a  tight  “archaic  smile.”  The 
broad  helmet  crest  is  defined  just  enough  to  suggest  horsehair.  Of

The  impressive  cast  bronzes  of  Olbia  on  the  Black  Sea  in  many 
ways  presaged  the  development  of  the  Aes  Grave  coinage  in

miles.  Olbia,  a  colony  of  Miletus  located  at  the  junction  of  the 
Hyspanis  and  Borysthenes  rivers  in  the  wilds  of  Scythia,  grew 
prosperous  on  trade  between  the  nomadic  Scythians  and  the 
Greeks.  It  employed  a  unique  form  of  coinage  consisting  of  cast 
bronzes  of  various  sizes  and  shapes.  The  smallest  Olbian  bronzes 
were  made  in  the  shape  of  dolphins;  larger  denominations  bore  a 
facing  gorgon’s  head  backed  by  a  sea  eagle  clutching  a  dolphin. 
Like  the  early  Romans,  the  Olbians  apparently  traded  these 
pieces  at  “ true ,”  as  opposed  to  token  value,  meaning  the  largest 
denominations  were  truly  immense  and  heavy,  as  seen  with  this 
extraordinary  piece.

Electrum,  an  alloy  of  gold  and  silver,  was  the  first  metal  to 
be  struck  as  coined  money,  apparently  starting  in  the  Lydian 
Kingdom  in  the  mid-seventh  century  BC.  Scholars  ancient  and 
modern  believed  the  first  coins  were  struck  in  a  natural  electrum 
alloy  found  in  Lydian  stream  beds.  Recent  research  has  con¬ 
firmed  the  metal  used  for  coins  was  an  artificial  creation  from 
the  outset.  Although  later  augmented  by  coins  in  pure  gold  and 
silver,  electrum  continued  to  be  coined  extensively  in  western 
Asia  Minor,  likely  because  soldiers  and  tradesmen  were  used  to 
accepting  it  as  payment.

Omphale  was  a  legendary  queen  of  Lydia  whose  year-long  inter¬ 
lude  as  the  “  dominatrix ”  mistress  of  the  Greek  hero  Heracles 
presented  ancient  writers  and  artists  an  opportunity  for  erotic 
expression.  Hercules,  after  murdering  his  friend  Iphitus  in  a 
drunken  rage,  was  commanded  by  the  Delphic  Oracle  to  report 
to  Omphale  and  place  himself  in  her  service  as  a  slave.  Omphale 
reportedly  humiliated  Heracles  by  making  him  wear  women’s 
clothing  and  spin  wool,  while  she  wore  his  Nemean  lion  head¬ 
dress  and  held  his  club,  as  she  is  depicted  on  this  lovely  electrum 
hecte.  After  a  time,  Omphale  freed  Heracles  and  “ married  ”  him 
in  the  Eastern  fashion.

The  Seleucus  I  tetradrachms  with  a  biga  of  elephants  on  the 
reverse  are  significantly  rarer  than  those  with  a  quadriga  of 
elephants.  The  most  prolific  issue  of  the  quadriga  type  was  pro¬ 
duced  by  Seleucia  on  the  Tigris,  to  which  Oliver  Hoover,  in  The 
Handbook  of  Greek  Coins,  assigns  a  rarity  rating  of  Common  to 
Scarce.  There  were  a  total  of  43  different  reverse  varieties  used 
at  this  mint  according  to  Houghton  and  Lorber  (SC  130),  meaning 
the  output  was  quite  significant.  The  only  mint  to  produce  the 
reverse  type  with  a  biga  of  elephants,  however,  was  Susa  (SC  177 
and  HGC  9,  18c),  which  had  only  six  emissions,  suggesting  the 
output  was  less  than  15%  that  of  Seleucia.

Antiochus  Hierax  (“the  Hawk,”  supposedly  for  his  grasping 
nature),  was  the  younger  son  of  Antiochus  II  by  his  first  wife, 
Laodice.  On  the  death  of  Antiochus  in  246  BC,  Hierax  and  his 
mother  controlled  Seleucid  Asia  Minor,  which  was  quickly 
invaded  by  Ptolemy  III  of  Egypt  in  the  Third  Syrian  War.  During 
the  conflict,  the  legitimate  king,  Hierax’s  elder  brother  Seleucus 
II,  appointed  him  governor  of  Asia  Minor  north  of  the  Tarsus.  But 
once  Ptolemy  had  been  repulsed,  Hierax  revolted  and  declared 
his  province  an  independent  kingdom.  Preoccupied  on  other 
fronts,  Seleucus  at  first  gave  tacit  recognition  to  the  rebel  regime, 
but  in  239  BC  he  struck  against  Hierax  and  nearly  crushed 
him.  Hierax,  however,  made  an  alliance  with  Mithradates  II  of 
Pontus,  who  had  an  army  stocked  with  Galatian  mercenaries. 
Mithradates  counterattacked  and  defeated  Seleucus  at  the  battle 
of  Ancyra.  An  uneasy  peace  obtained  between  the  brothers  for  a 
few  years  before  Hierax  made  the  huge  mistake  of  attacking  the 
autonomous  kingdom  of  Per gamum,  whose  king  Attalus  I  inflict¬ 
ed  a  string  of  defeats  on  him.  Weakened,  he  attempted  a  coup 
against  Seleucus  II  while  his  brother  was  fighting  in  Parthia,  but 
was  easily  thwarted  and  forced  to  flee  to  Thrace,  where  he  was 
captured  by  Ptolemaic  forces.  He  escaped  and  fled  back  to  his 
own  former  realm,  only  to  be  murdered  by  a  band  of  marauding 
Galatians  in  227  BC.

This  rare  issue  of  Seleucia  on  the  Tigris  was  struck  soon  after 
Demetrius  had  put  down  the  usurper  Timarchus  in  161  BC  and 
adopted  the  title  Soter,  or  Savior.  The  joyous  occasion  seemed 
an  apt  time  for  a  wedding,  and  Demetrius,  following  the  lead  of 
the  Ptolemies  of  Egypt,  likely  chose  as  his  bride  his  own  sister 
Laodice,  like  himself  the  daughter  of  Seleucus  IV.  She  had  previ¬ 
ously  been  married  to  Perseus,  King  ofMacedon  179-168  BC,  by 
whom  she  had  at  least  three  children,  all  of  whom  were  captured 
by  the  Romans  after  the  battle  of  Pydna,  paraded  in  triumph 
through  the  streets  of  Rome,  and  kept  in  Italy  as  hostages  for  the 
rest  of  their  lives.  Laodice  seems  to  have  escaped  capture  and 
returned  to  the  Seleucid  Kingdom  during  the  reign  of  her  brother 
Antiochis  IV  Epiphanes  (175-164  BC).  It  is  not  certain  she  is  the 
Laodice  who  married  Demetrius  tin  161  BC  and  is  depicted  on 
the  wedding  tetradrachms,  but  there  is  no  other  obvious  candi¬ 
date.  She  bore  Demetrius  another  three  sons,  two  of  whom  would 
rule  the  Seleucid  Kingdom  as  Demetrius  II  and  Antiochus  VII. 
Laodice  suffered  the  same  fate  as  her  brother-husband,  capture 
and  execution,  when  the  usurper  Alexander  Balas  seized  the 
throne  in  150  BC.

The  Kingdom  of  Elymais  flourished  as  a  sub-monarchy  along 
the  upper  portion  of  the  Persian  Gulf  from  188  BC  to  AD  222, 
at  times  autonomous  from,  and  subject  to,  the  Seleucid  and 
Parthian  Kingdoms.  The  name  derives  from  the  ancient  name 
for  the  region,  Elam,  referenced  in  the  Bible.  Its  earliest  ruling 
dynasty,  the  Kamnaskirids,  produced  an  intriguing  coinage 
blending  Hellenistic  and  Parthian  elements.  This  remarkable 
tetradrachm  of  Kamnaskires  III  depicts  him  alongside  his  wife, 
Anzaze,  both  of  whom  are  named  on  the  reverse  as  king  and  queen, 
respectively.

H.A.  Hazard,  writing  in  “ Ptolemaic  Coins ”  (1985),  noted  the 
appearance  of  a  tiny  letter  A  on  certain  finely-engraved  tet¬ 
radrachm  dies  issued  from  the  Satrapal  period  of  Ptolemy  I 
(323-305  BC)  to  the  early  reign  of  his  son  and  successor,  Ptolemy 
11(281-246  BC).  He  believed  this  to  be  the  signature  of  a  particular 
engraver  of  exceptional  talent,  whose  body  of  work  set  him  apart 
from  other  numismatic  artists  of  Egypt  and  elsewhere.  According 
to  Hazard,  “ no  subsequent  craftsman  at  the  Alexandrine  mint 
ever  showed  the  same  mastery  of  design  and  detail  as  Delta,  and, 
in  the  opinion  of  this  writer,  he  was  the  greatest  engraver  of 
the  Hellenistic  Age.  So  proud  was  he  of  his  productions  that  he 
signed  his  initial  A  ...  in  the  small  space  behind  King  Ptolemy's 
ear.  Pyrrhus  of  Epirus  and  Seleucus  of  Syria,  both  residents  of 
Ptolemy’s  court,  later  used  Delta’s  designs  for  their  own  coin¬ 
ages;  other  Greek  craftsmen  also  admired  Delta  and  copied  his 
designs  at  Ecbatana,  Syracuse,  Antioch,  and  other  mints  over  the 
next  five  hundred  years.”

The  reputation  ofBactria  as  an  “ Empire  of  Mystery”  begins  with 
its  earliest  coinage  bearing  a  name,  in  this  case  an  individual 
named  Sophytes,  perhaps  the  helmeted  man  shown  on  the  obverse, 
about  whom  nothing  is  known.  The  coins  bear  no  royal  title,  so 
has  been  suggested  Sophytes  was  an  early  satrap  ofBactria  who 
ruled  the  region  under  Seleucus  I,  as  there  is  some  stylistic  simi¬ 
larity  to  local  bronzes  issued  in  the  name  of  Seleucus.

The  unusual  elephant  headdress  worn  by  Demetrius  on  this 
tetradrachm  recalls  the  similar  headgear  sported  by  Alexander 
the  Great  on  early  coins  of  Ptolemaic  Egypt,  referring  to  his 
conquests  in  northern  India.

After  succeeding  to  the  throne, 
he  launched  an  invasion  of  Northern  India  that  extended  Greek 
control  into  modern  Pakistan.

Numismatic  evidence  indicates  the  reign  of  Agathocles  fol¬ 
lowed  upon  that  of  Demetrius  I,  who  extended  Greek  rule  deep 
into  northern  India,  and  likely  overlapped  and  coincided  with 
the  reigns  of  Euthydemus  II  (son  of  Demetrius?),  Pantaleon, 
Antimachus  I,  and  Eucratides  I  “ the  Great,”  who  seems  to  have 
conquered  his  realm  about  171-170  BC.  Agathocles  struck  a 
remarkable  “ pedigree ”  coinage  naming  as  his  antecedents 
Alexander  III  “ the  Great,”  Antiochus  “ Nicator ”  (Antiochus  II?), 
Diodotus  I  and  II,  Euthydemus  I,  and  Demetrius  I.  Only  the  last 
four  of  these  rulers  had  any  blood  relation  to  each  other;  in  fact, 
they  were  in  some  cases  deadly  enemies.  In  honoring  them  on  his 
coinage,  Agathocles  seems  to  be  claiming  legitimacy  based  on 
the  authority  inherent  in  their  names  and  titles,  rather  than  any 
personal  blood  relationship.  This  extremely  rare  tetradrachm 
type  has  both  the  portrait  and  name  of  Diodotus  I,  here  named  as 
Soter  or  “ Savior ,  ”  who  founded  the  Bactrian  Kingdom  by  break¬ 
ing  away  from  Seleucid  rule  in  the  mid  third  century  BC.

The  fertile  land  of  Far  s  or  Per  sis  gave  birth  to  two  great  multi¬ 
national  empires  of  the  ancient  world  —  the  Achaemenid 
Kingdom  ( circa  600-330  BC),  and  the  Sasanian  Kingdom  (AD 
240-640).  Between  the  rise  of  these  two  empires,  Persis  existed 
as  a  relatively  isolated  vassal  state  ruled  by  native  satraps  or 
governors,  offering  nominal  allegiance  to  the  Seleucid  and 
Parthian  Kingdoms.  The  rule  ofVadfradad  (or  Autophradates), 
the  satrap  depicted  here,  seems  to  have  spanned  the  transition 
from  Seleucid  to  Parthian  overlordship.  Persis  struck  its  own 
distinctive  coinage,  which  employed  Persic  or  Aramaic  legends 
and  depicted  its  rulers  wearing  the  traditional  native  head¬ 
dress,  the  kyrbasia,  and  worshipping  before  the  temples  and  fire 
altars  ofAhura  Mazda,  the  supreme  deity  of  Persia’s  Zoroastrian 
faith.  This  extraordinary  example  has  a  particularly  detailed 
reverse,  showing  the  temple  with  its  ornate  doors  closed,  topped 
by  three  fire  braziers.  The  Kingdom  of  Persis  would  nurture 
native  customs  and  religion  for  many  centuries  to  form  the  basis 
of  Sasanian  culture  when  it  reasserted  its  dominance  in  the  third 
century  AD.

The  identity  of  the  laureate,  youthful  male  portrait  on  the  reverse 
of  this  rare  issue  is  not  certain,  but  has  plausibly  been  proposed 
to  be  Britannicus,  son  of  Claudius  and  Messalina,  who  died  early 
in  Nero’s  reign  (February  AD  55),  likely  poisoned  by  Nero  or  one 
of  his  henchmen.  The  bust  of  Nero  also  found  on  coins  of  Polemo 
II  is  much  older  and  fleshier  than  this  visage.  As  Britannicus  was 
dead  by  the  time  of  issue  (AD  56/7),  it  may  have  been  intended 
as  a  commemoration  of  the  deceased  Caesar;  perhaps  the  court 
of  Polemo,  far  removed  from  the  intrigues  of  Rome,  was  not 
aware  that  the  death  of  Britannicus  was  in  any  way  suspicious. 
In  any  case  Nero  was  apparently  not  amused,  as  the  independent 
kingdom  of  Pontus  was  annexed  by  Rome  in  AD  64  and  Polemo 
pensioned  off  to  Cilicia.

The  corvus  (crow’s  beak )  was  a  special  ramp  on  a  rotating  plat¬ 
form  at  the  prow  of  a  Roman  warship,  used  for  grappling  and 
boarding  an  enemy  vessel.  On  this  coin  it  appears  as  a  platform 
lying  flat  against  the  foredeck,  but  as  the  ship  approached  the 
enemy  it  could  be  raised  via  block  and  tackle,  and  lowered  with 
great  force  onto  the  opposing  ship,  an  iron  spike  securing  it  to 
the  deck.  It  was  used  with  great  success  in  the  First  Punic  War; 
as  the  Carthaginians  were  much  more  experienced  seafarers,  the 
Roman  employment  of  the  corvus  turned  the  naval  contest  into  a 
“ land  war  on  the  sea”  and  evened  the  odds.

The  money er’s  father,  Manlius  Aquillius  the  elder,  was  co-consul 
with  Marius  in  101  BC  and  was  sent  the  following  year  to  Sicily  to 
suppress  the  slave  rebellion  ofSalvius,  which  cut  the  grain  supply 
to  Rome  and  threatened  famine.  Aquillius  accomplished  this  task 
with  alacrity  and  was  awarded  an  ovation  by  the  Senate;  his 
“ raising  of  Sicily”  is  depicted  symbolically  on  the  reverse  of  this 
attractive  denarius.  He  was  charged  with  maladministration  as 
governor  of  Sicily  in  98  BC,  but  was  defended  by  the  gifted  orator 
Marcus  Antonius  ( grandfather  of  the  triumvir)  and  acquitted.  In 
88  BC,  Aquillius  was  sent  to  Anatolia  with  a  small  force  to  pros¬ 
ecute  the  war  against  Mithradates  VI  ofPontus,  but  was  defeated, 
captured  and  executed  by  having  molten  gold  poured  down  his 
throat  as  punishment  for  his  supposed  venality.

The  practice  also  extended  to 
voting  on  laws  proposed  in  the  Comitia  Tributa  and  Concilium 
Plebis,  the  people’s  assemblies.  This  reverse  commemorates  that 
proposal  becoming  law.  The  V  on  the  tablet  probably  stands  for 
VTI ROGAS,  “I  approve”  of  the  proposed  law.

The  career  of  Lucius  Cornelius  Sulla  served  as  a  paradigm  for 
the  Roman  imperators  and  emperors  who  came  after  him.  Born  in 
138  BC  to  a  prestigious  but  penniless  patrician  family,  he  joined 
to  army  and  served  under  Marius  in  Africa,  where  he  gained 
notoriety  by  engineering  the  capture  of  the  rebel  leader  Jugurtha.

During  his  term  as  Moneyer  in  54  BC,  Marcus  Junius  Brutus  issued 
two  denarius  types  that  would  prove  to  be  remarkably  prophetic 
in  a  decade’s  time.  This  type  celebrates  his  illustrious  ancestors, 
including  the  Lucius  Junius  Brutus,  the  first  Consul  of  Rome,  who 
in  509  BC  initiated  the  conspiracy  that  overthrew  the  city’s  last 
king,  Tarquin  the  Proud.

The  identity  of  the  obverse  portrait  is  something  of  a  mystery,  but 
the  most  likely  candidate  is  a  Praetor  Lucius  Livineius  Regulus, 
probably  the  money er’s  father,  who  was  one  of  Caesar’s  backers 
and  partners  in  the  50s  and  40s  BC.  The  scene  on  the  back  is  one 
type  of  popular  entertainment  that  praetors  (an  office  just  below 
that  of  Consul)  were  supposed  to  present  —  a  beast-fighting 
scene  in  the  arena.  While  gladiators  fought  other  men,  besti¬ 
arii  were  a  special  class  of  combatant  who  fought  and  killed  wild 
animals  such  as  lions,  bears  and  tigers  for  the  public’  enjoyment. 
Some  were  criminals  sentenced  to  the  arena  to  die  damnatio  ad 
bestia  (as  were  many  Christians  a  century  or  more  later),  while 
others  were  free  men  (and  occasionally  women)  who  fought  vol¬ 
untarily  for  glory  and  money.

Younger  brother  of  Mark  Antony,  Lucius  Antonius  “Pietas”  natu¬ 
rally  backed  his  brother’s  leadership  of  the  Caesarian  party  and 
his  attempt  to  seize  control  of  the  state,  but  both  ambitions  were 
complicated  by  the  arrival  of  Caesar’s  adoptive  son  Octavian. 
Relations  between  the  brothers  and  Octavian  cooled  markedly 
after  the  final  defeat  of  Caesar’s  assassins  in  42  BC.  The  cold 
war  escalated  when  Lucius  Antony  became  consul  in  41  BC  and 
took  a  notably  hostile  stance  toward  Octavian.  He  was  joined 
in  this  propaganda  war  by  Mark  Antony’s  wife,  the  fiery  Fulvia, 
and  the  two  began  rousing  Italian  cities  against  Octavian’ s 
plan  to  settle  100,000  of  his  veterans  on  land  confiscated  from 
Italian  citizens.  Octavian  reacted  quickly  and  recalled  his  friend 
Agrippa  from  Spain  at  the  head  of  several  veteran  legions,  which 
besieged  Lucius  Antony  and  Fulvia  in  the  town  of  Perusia.  When 
Lucius  and  Fulvia  surrendered  in  February,  40  BC,  Mark  Antony 
washed  his  hands  of  the  fiasco  and  hung  his  wife  and  brother  out 
to  dry.  Both  Lucius  and  Fulvia  conveniently  died  later  in  40  BC, 
supposedly  of  natural  causes.  This  rare  denarius,  which  bears 
the  portraits  of  both  Antony  brothers,  was  struck  at  an  unknown 
eastern  mint  under  the  control  of  Mark  Antony.

A  wily  and  wealthy  nobleman,  Marcus  Aemilius  Lepidus  parlayed 
his  position  as  Julius  Caesar's  colleague  in  the  consulships  of  46 
BC  into  the  role  of  power  broker  between  the  rivals  Mark  Antony 
and  Octavian  after  the  great  dictator’s  murder.  He  won  wide- 
ranging  Triumviral  powers  in  the  settlement  of  43  BC,  but  took 
no  part  in  the  campaign  against  Brutus  and  Cassius  and  soon 
lost  influence.  He  helped  Octavian  defeat  Sextus  Pompey  in  36 
BC,  but  afterward  overreached  and  was  easily  outmaneuvered 
by  Octavian  and  stripped  of  all  real  powers,  retaining  only  the 
post  of  Pontif ex  Maximus,  which  he  held  until  his  death  in  12  BC. 
Shakespeare  calls  him  a  “ slight ,  unmeritable  man,  meet  to  be  sent 
on  errands,”  and  most  modern  historians,  novelists  and  screen¬ 
writers  have  agreed.  This  issue  was  struck  by  Lepidus  to  mark 
the  foundation  of  the  Second  Triumvirate,  composed  of  himself, 
Octavian  and  Antony.  It  was  likely  struck  from  specie  looted  from 
their  political  opponents  in  the  bloody  Proscriptions  of 43-42  BC.

Among  the  honors  voted  by  the  Roman  Senate  to  Augustus  was 
the  Clipeus  Virtutis,  or  shield  of  valor,  which  was  given,  along 
with  branches  of  laurel,  to  a  soldier  who  had  saved  the  life  of 
a  comrade  in  battle.  Here  we  see  the  shield  and  laurel  branch¬ 
es  along  with  the  formula  S  P  Q  R  (for  Senatus  Populusque 
Romanus —  the  Senate  and  People  of  Rome).

This  interesting  reverse  records  the  heady  days  when  Augustus's 
two  stepsons,  Tiberius  and  Drusus,  began  the  Alpine  campaign 
which  aimed  to  bring  all  of  Germany  under  Roman  control.  The 
scene  depicted  on  the  reverse  above  shows  Drusus  and  Tiberius 
presenting  victory  laurels  to  Augustus  for  subjugating  the  tribes 
occupying  the  foothills  of  the  Alps.  This  was  to  be  the  staging 
ground  for  a  gigantic  flank  attack  that  would  conquer  all  of 
Germania  to  the  Elbe  and  Weser  Rivers.  A  series  of  campaigns 
by  Drusus  12-9  BC  seem  to  have  accomplished  this;  however,  the 
death  of  Drusus  due  to  injuries  suffered  in  a  freak  riding  accident 
in  September  of  9  BC  was  a  setback  which  cost  the  Romans  dearly 
and  eventually  lost  them  control  of  “  free  Germany”  east  of  the 
Rhine.

This  denarius  is  notable  for  the  joint  depiction  of  the  emperor 
Gaius  Caligula  and  his  maternal  great-grandfather,  the  deified 
Augustus.  In  an  attempt  to  win  public  approval,  Gaius  ‘ Caligula ’ 
tried  to  distance  himself  from  the  memory  of  Tiberius,  his  uncle 
and  despised  predecessor.  Instead,  he  emphasized  his  connec¬ 
tion  to  the  favorable  memory  of  Augustus.  How  effective  this 
campaign  was  with  the  general  public  is  difficult  to  determine,  as 
contemporary  historians  reflect  the  aristocratic  view  of  him  as 
capricious,  bloody-minded  and  finally  insane.

This  rare  type  celebrates  Vitellius  as  having  won  the  Corona 
Civica  or  oak  crown,  awarded  to  someone  who  had  “ saved  the 
citizenry”  of  Rome.  The  award  had  also  been  given  to  his  pre¬ 
decessor  Galba,  whose  regime  Vitellius  had  helped  to  bring 
down.  An  unlikely  savior,  Aulus  Vitellius  was  born  in  AD  15  and 
raised  in  the  luxury  befitting  a  wealthy  consular’s  son.  While  his 
father  played  the  sycophant  to  Caligula,  Claudius  and  Nero,  the 
younger  Vitellius  developed  a  penchant  for  gambling  along  with 
a  gourmand’s  appetites  and  physique.  He  served  as  Consul  in 
AD  48,  where  he  acquitted  himself  well,  but  resumed  his  disrepu¬ 
table  habits  in  later  years.  The  new  emperor,  Galba,  appointed 
Vitellius  governor  of  Germania  Inferior,  believing  him  a  safe 
choice.  But  the  Rhine  legions  grew  disenchanted  with  Galba’ s 
parsimony  and  persuaded  Vitellius  to  make  a  try  for  the  throne. 
On  January  1,  AD  69,  the  troops  proclaimed  Vitellius  emperor 
at  the  city  of  Colonia  Agrippinensis  (Cologne).  His  promise  of 
lavish  bonuses  and  easy  discipline  quickly  won  the  legions  of 
Gaul,  Britain  and  Raetia  to  his  cause  and  the  combined  forces 
marched  on  Rome,  pillaging  the  countryside  as  they  went.  In  the 
meantime,  Galba  was  overthrown  at  Rome  by  Otho,  who  marched 
north  with  the  Praetorian  Guard.  The  hard-fought  First  Battle  of 
Bedriacum  in  mid- April  went  to  Vitellius  ’  larger  force,  and  Otho 
opened  his  veins.  Arriving  in  Rome,  Vitellius  was  confirmed  as 
emperor  by  a  reluctant  Senate.  He  treated  his  elevation  as  an 
excuse  for  one  long  banquet,  reportedly  spending  the  equivalent 
of  $2  billion  on  delicacies.  While  he  indulged  his  appetites,  the 
armies  of  the  East  proclaimed  the  general  Vespasian  as  emperor 
on  July  1.  The  legions  of  the  Danube  joined  in  the  revolt  and 
invaded  Italy  on  Vespasian’s  behalf.  Vitellius  offered  to  abdicate, 
but  his  German  troops  rioted  and  refused  to  let  him  step  down. 
Within  days,  soldiers  loyal  to  Vespasian  forced  their  way  into 
Rome,  finding  Vitellius  hiding  in  the  imperial  doorkeeper’s  quar¬ 
ters.  The  Flavians  hauled  him  to  the  Forum,  where  the  onetime 
emperor  was  mocked,  tortured,  and  slain.

Macrinus  was  born  in  Caesarea  in  Mauretania  around  the  year 
165.  He  received  a  literary  education  that  enabled  him  to  rise 
high  as  a  bureaucrat  in  the  imperial  service.  Caracalla  made 
Macrinus  praetorian  prefect,  second  only  to  the  emperor  in 
executive  power.  In  AD  216,  Macrinus  accompanied  Caracalla 
on  campaign  against  the  Parthians,  where  he  learned  that  a  letter 
implicating  him  in  a  plot  was  about  to  be  delivered  to  the  emperor. 
Acting  quickly,  he  arranged  for  Caracalla  to  be  murdered  and 
then  convinced  the  army  leadership  proclaim  him  emperor  on 
April  11,  AD  217.  The  Roman  Senate  was  delighted  to  be  rid  of 
the  hated  Caracalla,  but  events  quickly  overtook  his  precari¬ 
ous  regime.  Hoping  to  disengage  the  army  and  return  to  Rome, 
Macrinus  tried  to  patch  up  a  peace  agreement  with  the  Parthians, 
granting  them  large  bribes  and  reparations.  To  the  Roman  sol¬ 
diers,  this  smelled  like  defeat,  and  Macrinus  worsened  matters 
by  revoking  the  large  pay  increase  Caracalla  had  granted  them. 
The  discontent  persuaded  Caracalla’ s  wealthy  aunt,  Julia  Maesa, 
to  bribe  the  Roman  garrison  of  Ernes  a  to  proclaim  her  13 -year- 
old  grandson,  Elagabalus,  as  emperor.  Macrinus  did  not  at  first 
take  the  revolt  seriously,  but  when  other  soldiers  joined  in,  he 
marshaled  his  loyal  legions  and  met  the  rebels  near  Antioch  on 
June  8.  With  his  troops  on  the  verge  of  victory,  Macrinus  suddenly 
lost  heart  and  fled  the  field.  His  disgusted  soldiers  declared  their 
support  for  Elagabalus.  Disguised  as  a  courier,  Macrinus  tried  to 
escape,  but  was  captured  and  summarily  executed.

Youngest  son  of  Constantine  the  Great,  Flavius  Julius  Constans 
was  born  between  AD  320  and  323.  After  the  death  of  Constantine, 
Constans  at  first  received  only  Italy  and  Africa  as  his  sphere,  but 
at  a  conference  late  in  AD  337,  his  realm  was  enlarged  to  include 
the  Balkan  territories  and  Thrace,  including  the  prestigious 
capital  of  Constantinople.  These  had  been  under  the  control  of 
Constantius  II,  with  whom  Constans  formed  an  alliance  to  thwart 
the  dominance  of  their  senior,  Constantine  II.  Angered  by  their 
collusion,  Constantine  II  invaded  Italy  in  the  spring  of  AD  340, 
but  fell  into  an  ambush  and  perished.  In  the  territorial  redistri¬ 
bution,  Constans  ended  up  controlling  the  entire  Roman  West, 
including  Spain,  Gaul,  Germany  and  Britain.  At  first,  he  ruled 
with  energy  and  ability,  dealing  the  Franks  a  series  of  defeats  in 
AD  341-342  and  conducting  operations  in  Britain  along  Hadrian’s 
Wall  in  AD  343.  As  time  went  on,  Constans  sank  into  indolence 
and  depravity;  worse  for  his  own  security,  he  showed  open  con¬ 
tempt  for  the  soldiery,  on  whom  his  power  rested.  In  January  of 
AD  350,  a  cabal  of  senior  officers  rebelled  and  hailed  the  general 
Magnentius  as  emperor.  Constans  attempted  to  flee  toward  Spain, 
but  was  overtaken  and  executed.

The  formula  CON  XX  in  place  of  the  usual  OB  XX  for  a  light¬ 
weight  siliqua  seems  to  be  completely  unrecorded  for  coins  of 
Tiberius  Constantine;  it  does  occur  on  rare  coins  of  his  successor, 
Maurice  Tiberius,  struck  either  at  Constantinople  or  an  unidenti¬ 
fied  Western  mint,  possibly  Constantine  in  Numidia.  “OB  XX” 
represents  “ obryzium ”  (pure  gold)  of  20  siliquae;  a  full  weight 
solidus  was  tariffed  at  24  siliquae.  The  theoretical  weight  for 
20  siliquae  is  about  3.75  grams  as  opposed  to  4.5  grams  for  a 
standard  solidus  ( this  examples  seems  to  have  been  a  bit  clipped). 
However,  the  Maurice  Tiberius  solidi  marked  CON  XX  seem  to

Admiral  of  a  Byzantine  fleet  sent  to  relieve  Carthage,  Apsimar 
turned  back  after  the  Arabs  sized  the  city  and  undertook  to  over¬ 
throw  the  feeble  Emperor  Leontius.  He  succeeded  to  the  throne  as 
Tiberius  III  and  set  about  trying  to  recover  the  initiative  against 
the  advancing  Arabs.  He  scored  some  minor  successes  against 
them  in  Asia  Minor,  but  Carthage  was  lost  forever,  a  terrific  blow 
that  undermined  his  claim  to  military  prowess.  Rightfully  suspi¬ 
cious  of  the  deposed  Justinian  II,  who  had  taken  refuge  with  the 
Khazars,  he  tried  to  have  his  rival  extradited  and  executed.  But 
Justinian  eluded  capture  and  returned  to  Constantinople  at  the 
head  of  a  polyglot  army  in  AD  705.  Caught  unprepared,  Tiberius 
tried  to  flee,  but  was  captured  and  executed.  The  scarce  coinage 
of  Tiberius  shows  him  as  a  military  man,  armed  with  spear  and 
shield,  a  motif  that  had  not  been  seen  in  decades.

One  of  a  debilitating  string  of  short-lived  rulers  from  the  early 
eighth  century,  Bardanes  was  a  general  of  Armenian  origins  who 
was  proclaimed  emperor  upon  the  final  overthrow  of  Justinian 
II.  Almost  immediately,  he  alienated  the  clergy  and  populace 
by  reviving  the  Monothelete  heresy  (proposing  that  Christ  had 
a  single,  divine  nature  and  will )  which  had  supposedly  been 
stamped  out  decades  previously.  He  was  also  unsuccessful  in 
stopping  Arab  and  Bulgarian  advances,  prompting  the  Byzantine 
army  to  depose  and  blind  him  after  18  months  of  ineffective  rule. 
He  was  replaced  by  the  finance  minister  Artemius,  who  reigned 
as  Anastasius  II.  This  extraordinary  piece  shows  the  unusually 
fine  artistry  employed  on  the  coinage  for  so  ephemeral  a  reign, 
showing  the  emperor  holding  two  symbols  of  office  dating  back 
to  Roman  times:  The  globus  cruciger  and  scipio  aquila,  a  scepter 
topped  by  an  eagle.

One  of  the  most  dynamic  Byzantine  rulers,  John  Tzimisces 
came  from  a  military  family  and  was  made  commander  of  the 
Eastern  armies  by  the  Emperor  Nicephorus  II.  Capable  and 
ambitious,  he  became  the  lover  of  the  emperor’s  wife,  Theophano, 
and  together  they  plotted  the  murder  of  Nicephorus  in  AD  969. 
Once  Nicephorus  was  out  of  the  way,  John  had  Theophano  ban¬ 
ished,  married  the  daughter  of  Constantine  VII,  and  ascended 
the  throne  as  senior  emperor  and  protector  of  the  young  Basil 
II  and  Constantine  VIII.  Despite  its  tawdry  start,  his  rule  was 
brilliantly  successful  on  all  fronts.  Personally  leading  the  now 
formidable  Byzantine  army,  he  dealt  heavy  defeats  to  the  Russians, 
Bulgarians  and  Arabs.  By  AD  975  he  was  in  striking  distance  of 
Jerusalem  and  even  Baghdad,  and  the  Empire  was  stronger  than 
it  had  been  since  the  days  of  Justinian.  His  impressive  reign  was 
cut  short  by  his  death  at  age  51  in  AD  976,  either  due  to  typhoid 
or  poisoning.

This  extraordinary  stater  is  notable  both  for  the  stylistic  progression  it 
exemplifies  and  for  the  fine  eye  and  career  of  the  French  connoisseur  in 
whose  collection  it  once  resided.  Although  originally  derived  from  Mace¬ 
donian  gold  staters  of  Philip  II,  this  type  has  moved  far  beyond  mere 
imitation  into  the  realm  of  original  design,  in  which  case  the  head  of 
“Apollo  ”  on  the  obverse,  with  its  enormously  enlarged  coiffeur  and  elabo¬ 
rate  drapery,  should  more  properly  be  seen  as  representing  a  Gallo-Celtic 
goddess,  perhaps  Sirona,  a  goddess  often  depicted  as  Apollo ’s  consort  in 
later  Celtic  imagery.  This  progress  toward  a  distinctive  Celtic  numismatic 
art  could  be  seen  as  reaching  its  peak  with  this  coin  type;  later  derivations 
drift  off  into  rote  repetition  and  decadence,  with  the  goddesses’ face  disap¬ 
pearing  altogether  and  the  entire  flan  filled  an  abstract  pattern  of  wavy 
lines  and  crescents  seen  here  in  her  hair.  Roger  Kohn,  the  collector,  was  a 
Parisian  who  lived  1883-1939  and  who  was  responsible  for  apartments, 
town  halls,  and  churches  across  France.  A  graduate  of  the  prestigious 
Ecole  des  Beaux  Arts,  his  love  of  Greek  and  Celtic  art  found  expression 
both  in  his  designs  and  his  extensive  coin  collection,  which  included  this 
remarkable  piece.

This  rare  issue  of  the  Etruscan  city  of Populonia  features  an  laureate  male 
head,  probably  representing  the  Etruscan  deity  Apulu,  a  local  version  of 
the  Greek  Apollo.  Apulu  was  widely  worshiped  in  pre-Roman  Italy  and 
may  have  lent  his  name  to  the  region  of  Apulia  on  the  heel  of  Italy  (al¬ 
though  the  standard  etymology  is  that  the  name  derives  from  the  Iapudes, 
a  local  Italic  tribe).  Unlike  other  coinages  of  the  Hellenistic  period,  Popu- 
lonian  coins  are  regularly  uniface,  and  it  seems  that  the  flans  were  laid 
out  on  a  stone  or  other  solid  flat  surface  and  then  struck  by  a  single  die 
to  create  the  type.  Occasionally,  the  features  of  this  surface  are  visible  on 
the  reverse.

The  city  of  Catana  was  founded  on  the  east  coast  of  Sicily,  at  the  foot  of 
volcanic  Mount  Aetna,  in  the  mid-8th  century  BC  by  Greek  colonists  from 
the  nearby  city  of  Naxos.  Little  is  known  of  its  earlier  history,  but  in  476 
BC  Catana  was  conquered  by  the  tyrant  Hieron  I  of  Syracuse,  who  ejected 
the  inhabitants  and  replaced  them  with  Syracusans  and  new  settlers  from 
the  Peloponnese.  Hieron  renamed  the  city  Aetna,  but  in  461  BC,  the  new 
occupants  were  in  turn  ejected  and  the  original  inhabitants  resumed  their 
former  home,  reinstated  the  old  name,  and  inaugurated  a  remarkable  se¬ 
ries  of  coins  that  included  some  of  the  most  striking  and  evocative  types 
ever  produced  in  Sicily.  This  exceedingly  rare  early  Classical  type  depicts 
the  river  god  Amenanos  in  the  form  of  a  man-faced  bull,  pawing  at  the 
ground  and  apparently  about  to  charge.  The  reverse  image  depicts  a  vig¬ 
orous  Nike  striding  to  left,  her  diaphanous  peplos  flowing  over  her  athletic 
form.  The  mastery  of  numismatic  art  would  continue  until  the  city  s  second 
fall  to  Syracuse  in  404  BC.

Situated  on  a  vast  plateau  in  southwestern  Sicily,  Silenus  was  founded  in 
the  late  seventy  century  BC  by  Dorian  colonists  from  Megara  in  mainland 
Greece.  Named  after  a  river  god,  Selinus  was  one  of  the  earliest  Sicilian 
cities  to  embrace  the  invention  of  coinage.  Its  first  coins,  struck  on  the  Co¬ 
rinthian  standard  circa  540  BC,  bore  a  selinon  (celery)  leaf  as  a  canting 
pun  on  the  city  name.  By  the  mid  fifth  century  BC,  Selinus  had  switched  to 
the  Attic  standard  and  was  producing  coins  of  great  artistry.  The  complex 
reverse  of  this  tetradrachm  features  a  superbly  rendered  nude  male  torso 
of  the  river  god  Silenus,  shown  wearing  his  characteristic  horns  and  hold¬ 
ing  implements  of  sacrifice,  a  phiale  and  laurel  branch.  Other  symbols  — 
an  altar,  rooster,  bull,  and  silenon  leaf —  also  factor  into  the  design.  Later 
in  the  fifth  century  BC,  Selinus  became  embroiled  in  the  wars  between 
Carthage  and  Syracuse  for  control  of  Sicily,  frequently  switching  sides 
between  the  contending  powers  and  suffering  repeated  sackings  and  the 
enslavement  of  its  population  as  a  result.  By  the  Roman  era  (circa  200  BC) 
the  city  was  depopulated  and  in  ruins.

Syracuse  had  been  striking  its  own  coins  for  about  a  century  when,  circa 
405  BC,  came  the  stunning  series  of  silver  decadrachms  by  Kimon  and 
Euainetos.  These  huge,  impressive  coins  were  struck  in  considerable  num¬ 
bers,  probably  to  pay  the  Greek  mercenary  soldiers  who  flooded  Sicily 
to  fight  the  expanding  power  of  Carthage.  They  stand  at  the  pinnacle  of 
Greek  numismatic  achievement  and  served  as  a  paradigm  for  Hellenistic 
art  in  the  ages  to  follow.  Kimon  s  decadrachm  design,  as  exemplified  by 
this  impressive  piece,  features  a  highly  individualized  and  “ethnic  ”  look¬ 
ing  head  of  Arethusa,  clearly  modeled  on  a  real-life  Greco -Sicilian  wom¬ 
an.  Her  hair  is  bound  in  an  elaborate  jeweled  net  and  a  wide  hairband, 
or  ampyx.  On  the  obverse,  Kimon ’s  four-horse  chariot  races  to  the  left  at 
breakneck  speed  while  the  goddess  Nike  flies  serenely  above,  reaching  out 
with  a  laurel  wreath  to  crown  the  victorious  charioteer.  Below  this  scene, 
in  the  exergue  beneath  the  ground  line,  are  arrayed  the  prize  trophies  -  a 
military  cuirass,  greaves  and  a  helmet,  labeled  AOAA  (“athla  ”  or  prizes, 
from  which  the  term  athlete  derives).

Apollo  is  the  rare  Olympian  deity  whose  name  is  the  same  in  both  Greek 
and  Roman  variants.  He  is  also  the  most  complex  of  the  Olympians,  be¬ 
ing  god  of  the  sun,  light,  music,  healing,  truth,  prophecy,  poetry,  and  far 
more.  The  son  of  Zeus  and  Leto,  daughter  of  two  Titans,  Apollo  is  also 
the  twin  brother  of  Artemis,  the  Huntress,  with  whom  he  shares  a  special 
affinity.  Apollo  is  usually  represented  as  the  ideal  korous,  or  virile  young 
man,  although  his  long  hair  and  perfect  features  give  him  an  almost  femi¬ 
nine  beauty.  His  main  attribute  is  the  lyre,  and  music  was  one  of  his  gifts 
to  mankind.  Apollo  was  worshipped  as  patron  god  of  many  Greek  cities 
and  is  widely  depicted  on  many  classical  and  Hellenistic  coins,  and  die 
engravers  depicted  him  in  many  ways,  from  the  stylized,  placid  face  seen 
on  gold  staters  of  Philip  of  Macedon  to  the  highly  individualized  head 
seen  on  this  gorgeous  electrum  piece  of  Syracuse.  He  was  equally  popular 
in  Rome  and  appeared  on  dozens  of  coin  types  minted  during  the  Roman 
Republic  and  Empire.

This  beautiful  tetradrachm  falls  into  the  first  series  of  coins  struck  in  the 
name  of  Agathocles,  who  ruled  Syracuse  as  a  military  strongman  or  “ty¬ 
rant”  and  later  styled  himself  “King  of  Sicily.  ”  In  many  ways  he  was  a 
western  counterpart  to  the  Hellenistic  rulers  who  carved  up  Alexander 
the  Great  s  vast  empire  to  the  east.  The  son  of  a  simple  potter,  he  joined 
the  army  and  rose  through  the  ranks  to  become  a  strategos,  or  general. 
Ambitious,  audacious  and  unscrupulous,  he  was  banished  for  attempting 
to  overthrow  the  democratic  government  of  Syracuse,  but  returned  in  317 
BC  leading  an  army  of  mercenaries,  seized  the  city,  and  banished  or  mur¬ 
dered  all  of  his  opponents.  War  with  Carthage  followed;  with  Syracuse 
under  siege,  he  staged  a  daring  attack  on  the  African  hinterlands  of  Car¬ 
thage  that  turned  the  tide  of  war  in  his  favor.  Though  ultimately  defeated 
in  Africa,  Agathocles  returned  to  Sicily  strengthened  and  was  able  to  con¬ 
clude  a  treaty  with  Carthage  on  favorable  terms.  The  Kore  tetradrachms 
were  struck  following  an  impressive  victory  over  Carthaginian  forces  out¬ 
side  the  gates  of  Sicily  in  310  BC.  The  reverse,  depicting  Nike  erecting  a 
trophy,  proved  highly  influential  and  was  widely  copied  by  other  Greek 
kingdoms  and  the  Romans  for  centuries  to  come.  The  coins  are  found  in 
two  main  varieties  based  on  the  engraving  style,  termed  “Sicilian  ”  and 
“African,  ”  although  both  were  probably  struck  in  Syracuse.  This  piece  is 
an  exemplar  of  the  finest  Sicilian  style,  with  a  lovely  head  of  Kore  and  a 
lush  figure  of  Nike,  clearly  the  work  of  a  master  engraver.

After  an  abortive  attempt  to  seize  control  of  all  Sicily  in  480  BC,  the  Car¬ 
thaginians  invaded  again  in  410  BC  and  were  successful  in  maintaining 
a  large  permanent  Punic  (a  Latin  term  for  Phoenician)  presence  on  the 
island.  Entella,  a  fortress  city  in  the  interior  of  western  Sicily,  became  one 
of  the  main  strongholds  and  has  recently  been  identified  as  the  site  for 
the  Carthaginian  mint  named  simply  “the  camp  ”  on  silver  tetradrachms 
struck  there  starting  in  410  BC.  The  first  Siculo-Punic  coins  from  Entella 
bore  an  entirely  Carthaginian  design,  depicting  a  palm  tree  (phonix,  likely 
a  canting  pun  on  Phoenician)  on  the  obverse  and  the  forepart  of  a  horse, 
sometimes  crowned  by  Nike,  on  the  reverse.  As  more  cities  came  under 
their  control,  the  Carthaginians  employed  Greek  die  engravers  to  create 
new  coins  modeled  on  Greco- Sicilian  designs,  including  this  superb  piece, 
with  an  obverse  based  on  contemporary  coins  of  Syracuse  coupled  with  a 
reverse  bearing  the  Punic  horse  and  palm  tree.

After  the  destruction  of  Motya  by  the  Syracusan  tyrant  Dionysius  I,  the 
Carthaginians  relocated  the  surviving  population  to  a  new,  well-defended 
fortress  on  the  western  corner  of  Sicily.  The  Greeks  called  the  city  Lily¬ 
baion,  while  the  Carthaginians  referred  to  it  as  Ras  Melqart,  or  the  “Cape 
of  Melqart.  ”  A  second  Punic  mint  (after  Entella)  was  established  there 
producing  coins  closely  modeled  on  the  issues  of  Syracuse,  usually  featur¬ 
ing  a  charging  quadriga  backed  with  a  female  head  surrounded  by  leaping 
dolphins.  Some  dies  were  clearly  engraved  by  Greeks  formerly  employed 
by  other  Sicilian  cities;  these  mint  masters  were  augmented  by  Carthagin¬ 
ian  engravers  whose  style  was  more  Phoenician,  ’  as  with  this  example.

Carthage,  a  Phoenician  colony  on  the  coast  of  North  Africa,  became  a 
maritime  powerhouse  in  the  fifth  century  BC  and  challenged  the  Greek 
cities  of  Sicily  and  Southern  Italy  for  control  of  the  western  Mediterra¬ 
nean.  By  the  early  third  century,  most  of  Central  North  Africa,  Spain  and 
much  of  Sicily  had  fallen  under  Carthaginian  control  and  mints  were  es¬ 
tablished  at  diverse  places  to  produce  coins  used  to  pay  the  largely  mer¬ 
cenary  army.  The  stage  was  now  set  for  the  collision  with  Rome,  newly 
dominant  in  Italy.  Starting  in  265  BC,  Carthage  and  Rome  fought  three 
titanic  wars  that  produced  more  death  and  destruction  than  any  other  con¬ 
flict  before  the  20th  century.  The  first  gold  staters  struck  by  Carthage  be¬ 
tween  350  and  320  BC  were  of  a  nearly  pure  alloy  and  weighed  more  than 
the  ubiquitous  gold  staters  of  Philip  II  and  Alexander  the  Great.  As  time 
went  on  this  coinage  was  debased  with  silver  and  reduced  in  weight — 
hence  the  much  more  numerous  Carthage  staters  produced  after  @320 
BC  are  now  termed  “electrum.  ”  This  early  stater  in  pure  gold  shows  a 
delicacy  of  style  that  indicates  the  dies  were  created  by  a  Greek  engraver 
of  consummate  skill.

This  coin  is  a  famous  type  featuring  an  elephant,  the  animal  used  by  the 
great  general  Hannibal  Barca  to  bring  the  Second  Punic  War  over  the 
Alps  and  into  Romes  backyard,  and  a  mysterious  and  quite  distinctive 
laureate  head.  The  head  has  been  variously  described  in  the  literature 
as  a  depiction  of  Melqart,  a  Semitic  deity  closely  related  to  Heracles,  or 
Hannibal  in  the  guise  of  the  god,  or  possibly  his  brother  Mago.  Modern 
scholarship,  which  tends  to  be  suspicious  of  early  claims  to  see  portraits 
in  images  of  gods,  interprets  the  head  as  that  of  Melqart.  However,  the 
distinct  physiognomy  of  the  nose  and  other  facial  features,  as  well  as  the 
sideburns,  suggest  an  attempt  at  true  portraiture.  In  such  a  case  it  is  dif¬ 
ficult  to  avoid  the  possibility  that  Hannibal  is  actually  depicted  here  -  re¬ 
markable  considering  that  no  other  portraits  of  the  great  Carthaginian 
general  survive  from  his  lifetime.

Of  the  Archaic  Greek  coinages,  the  imagery  of  Acanthus  is  among  the 
most  striking  and  influential,  depicting  a  lion  attacking  a  bull,  a  motif 
soon  adopted  by  several  other  cities.  Lions  prowled  the  hinterlands  of 
Thrace  and  Macedon  in  this  era  and  Herodotus  recounts  an  episode  when 
the  baggage  train  of  the  Persian  King  Xerxes ; s  army  was  set  upon  by  li¬ 
ons  during  its  march  from  Asia  Minor  into  Greece  proper.  This  particular 
rendering  of  the  life-and-death  struggle  is  especially  powerful,  with  its 
yin-yang  juxtapositioning  of  the  two  animals  struck  in  living  high  relief, 
displaying  the  full  vigor  of Archaic  Greek  art.

To  give  an  idea  of  the  vast  loot  Alexander  s  conquest  of  the  Persian  Em¬ 
pire  amassed,  at  Susa  alone  the  Macedonians  seized  and  “liberated” 
1,400  tons  of  silver  and  1,200  tons  of  gold.  This  huge  intake  of  bullion 
resulted  in  hitherto  unseen  denominations  such  as  the  gold  distater,  tar¬ 
iffed  at  two  staters  and  ten  silver  tetradrachms,  about  20  days  wages  for 
a  Macedonian  soldier  during  wartime.  The  distater  was  likely  employed  to 
pay  off  many  of  Alexander  s  veteran  soldiers,  who  were  rewarded  for  their 
labors  with  the  equivalent  of  a  silver  talent.  With  the  new  denomination,  a 
talent  could  be  paid  out  as  120  gold  distaters.  Despite  their  size  and  enor¬ 
mous  buying  power,  gold  distaters  evidently  circulated  heavily,  for  most 
specimens  found  today  display  considerable  wear  and  numerous  contact 
marks.  This  beautiful  About  Uncirculated  example  was  only  lightly  cir¬ 
culated  and  has  only  a  few  unobtrusive  pin  scratches,  visible  only  under 
magnification,  likely  deliberately  made  by  a  Macedonian  soldier  to  mark 
the  coin  as  his  own.

After  Alexander  the  Greats  siege  and  destruction  of  Tyre  in  332  BC,  most 
other  Phoenician  cities  of  the  Levant  quickly  submitted.  Sidon  went  so  far 
as  to  depose  its  king,  Straton  II,  for  his  support  of  Darius.  The  people  of 
Sidon  asked  Alexander  to  choose  a  new  king;  he  delegated  the  choice  to 
Hephaestion,  who  settled  on  a  member  of  the  royal  house  named  Abdol- 
onymus,  who  had  fallen  on  such  hard  times  he  was  feeding  himself  by  the 
cultivation  of  a  kitchen  garden.  He  was  weeding  in  his  garden  when  Hep- 
haeston  approached  him  with  the  royal  crown  and  robes.  Brought  before 
Alexander,  Abdolonymus  was  asked  how  he  was  able  to  endure  his  pov¬ 
erty;  he  replied  “would  be  to  heaven,  I  may  as  well  bear  my  prosperity!  ” 
Alexander  was  so  delighted  he  installed  Abdolonymus  in  the  palace  of  his 
predecessor  and  augmented  his  dominions  from  the  surrounding  territory. 
The  coinage  struck  in  Alexander  s  name  at  Sidon  is  dated  from  the  start  of 
Abdolonymus  s  reign  in  332  BC.

The  son  of  the  brutal  but  capable  King  Philip  II  of  Macedon,  Alexander 
came  to  the  throne  upon  his  father  s  assassination  in  336  BC  and  immedi¬ 
ately  launched  into  a  career  of  conquest  that  took  him  to  the  very  ends  of 
the  known  world.  Using  the  invincible  army  his  father  had  assembled  and 
trained,  Alexander  attacked  the  gigantic  Persian  Empire  and  defeated  its 
king,  Darius  II,  in  three  titanic  battles  between  335  and  332  BC.  Unsatis¬ 
fied  with  simply  plundering  the  Persian  realm  and  returning  to  Macedon, 
Alexander  spent  the  next  eight  years  driving  his  army  steadily  eastward, 
into  the  deserts  of  Arabia,  the  rugged  mountains  of  Afghanistan,  and  the 
jungles  of  India,  founding  new  cities  in  his  wake.  A  true  visionary,  he 
sought  a  fusion  of  cultures  and  peoples,  exhorting  his  soldiers  to  take 
wives  from  the  local  native  populations  and  adopt  Persian  and  Indian 
modes  of  dress.  Alexanders  conquests  “ liberated ”  tons  of  gold  and  silver 
that  had  been  locked  away  for  centuries  in  the  Great  Kings  treasuries 
in  Sardes,  Susa,  Persepolis  and  Babylon.  Mint  masters  soon  set  to  work 
turning  this  huge  haul  into  coins,  which  were  paid  out  to  Alexanders 
soldiers  and  high  officials  in  staggering  quantities.  However,  the  silver 
decadrachm  denomination,  worth  10  Attic  drachms  and  2.5  tetradrachms, 
was  struck  in  limited  numbers,  indicating  they  were  presentation  pieces 
intended  for  only  the  top  tier  of  Macedonian  officers.  Their  extreme  rarity 
today  — fewer  than  20  are  known  to  exist  —  makes  it  highly  likely  that 
these  pieces  were  handed  out  by  Alexander  himself  at  a  special  ceremony, 
perhaps  the  one  recorded  at  Susa  in  324  BC  where  the  great  conqueror  as¬ 
sembled  his  army  and  distributed  up  to  20,000  talents  to  his  Macedonian 
veterans.  The  bidder  on  this  piece  thus  has  an  opportunity  to  acquire  a 
coin  that,  with  a  high  degree  of  likelihood,  could  have  passed  through  the 
hands  of  Alexander  the  Great.

While  the  types  of  this  gold  stater  issue  of  Magnesia  conform  to  the  norm 
for  Philip  II  (359-336  BC),  the  magnificent  obverse  die  of  this  late  post¬ 
humous  issue  of  Magnesia  bears  a  portrait  of  “Apollo  ”  that  is  quite  dis¬ 
tinctive  and  clearly  depicts  a  real  person.  Coins  struck  from  the  same  or 
almost  identical  obverse  dies  during  the  same  period  have  also  been  at¬ 
tributed  to  Colophon.  Comparison  with  the  coins  of  Lysimachus  and  sur¬ 
viving  portrait  sculpture  leaves  no  doubt  the  portrait  represents  Alexander 
III  the  Great  himself.  The  issue  seems  intended  to  legitimize  the  patchwork 
Macedonian  regime  put  together  by  Alexander  s  generals  after  his  death 
in  Babylon  under  the  figurehead  rulers  Philip  III  Arrhidaeus,  Alexanders 
slow-witted  half-brother,  and  the  infant  Alexander  IV,  his  posthumously 
born  son.  As  such  the  “ Philip  ”  named  on  the  reverse  should  probably  be 
seen  as  referring  to  Arrhidaeus  rather  than  the  traditional  attribution  to 
Philip  II.

Founded  in  the  late  7th  century  BC  on  the  coast  of  present-day  Ukraine, 
Olbia,  was  a  colony  of  Miletus  located  at  the  junction  of  the  Hyspanis  and 
Borysthenes  rivers  and  grew  prosperous  on  trade  between  the  nomadic 
Scythians  and  the  Greeks.  At  first  lacking  sufficient  quantities  of  silver 
or  gold  to  institute  a  precious  metal  coinage,  it  instead  used  an  innova¬ 
tive  casting  technique  to  produce  a  sizable  and  varied  coinage  in  bronze. 
Among  the  earliest  types  is  a  series  of  denominations  in  the  shape  of  dol¬ 
phins,  ranging  in  size  from  about  22mm  and  1.5  grams  to  this  immense 
piece,  more  than  90mm  in  length  and  weighing  88  grams.  This  was  the 
largest  “dolphin  ”  type  issued  and  today,  while  the  smaller  pieces  are  quite 
common,  authentic  examples  are  extremely  rare,  with  only  a  handful  of 
specimens  extant.  Olbia  later  acquired  sufficient  silver  and  gold  through 
trade  to  institute  a  precious  metal  coinage,  and  is  the  likely  mint  spot  for 
the  Koson  gold  staters  of  the  later  first  century  AD.

The  Bosporan  Kingdom  lay  across  the  Black  Sea  from  the  northern  coast 
of  Asia  Minor,  occupying  the  Crimea  and  Taman  Peninsula.  Its  culture 
was  a  mixture  of  Hellenic  civilization  and  native  Scythian  influences,  and 
many  of  its  cities  grew  wealthy  from  the  trade  of  food  staples  and  luxury 
goods  with  the  Hellenistic  Greek  kingdoms  and,  later,  the  Roman  Empire. 
The  kingdom  s  dynastic  politics  proved  exceedingly  complex,  with  famil¬ 
ial  betrayal  commonplace.  It  served  as  the  last  refuge  of  Mithradates  VI, 
the  great  enemy  of  Rome,  until  he  was  forced  to  commit  suicide  by  his 
rebellious  son,  Pharnaces  II.  During  the  Roman  Civil  Wars  of 49-45  BC, 
Pharnaces  thought  he  saw  a  chance  to  reclaim  his  father  s  vast  empire 
and  launched  a  war  against  the  Romans  in  Asia  Minor.  At  first  successful, 
he  was  heavily  defeated  by  Julius  Caesar  at  Zela  in  47  BC  (the  famous 
veni,  vidi,  vici’ campaign).  Returning  to  the  Bosporus,  Pharnaces  faced  a 
rebellion  by  his  daughter  Dynamis  and  son-in-law  Asander,  who  had  him 
put  to  death.  Asander  hoped  to  be  recognized  by  Rome  as  the  next  king  of 
the  Bosporus,  but  Caesar  instead  gave  the  kingdom  to  his  friend  Mithri- 
dates  II  of  Pergamum,  who  invaded  and  forced  Asander  and  Dynamis  to 
flee.  After  Caesar  s  death  in  44  BC,  Asander  managed  to  win  the  support 
of  Octavian  and  reclaimed  the  kingdom  in  43  BC.  His  remarkable  gold 
coins  are  very  much  in  the  Hellenistic  tradition,  with  excellent  portraiture 
and  reverse  types  bearing  his  his  titles  and  regnal  dates.  Although  rec¬ 
ognized  as  king  only  from  43  BC,  his  regnal  dates  start  with  the  death  of 
Phaarnaces  in  47  BC  (in  the  interim  he  claimed  only  the  title  of  Archon). 
Asander  ruled  until  his  93rd  year,  when  he  was  toppled  by  yet  another 
rebellion  in  1 7  BC.

Elephants  At  War

Combat  elephants,  the  “tanks  ”  of  ancient  warfare,  were  introduced  to  the 
Hellenistic  world  by  the  northern  Indian  king  Porus  at  the  Battle  of  Hy- 
daspes  in  326  BC.  Although  the  Macedonians  won  the  battle,  the  gigan¬ 
tic  Indian  elephants,  carrying  fighting  towers  manned  by  spearmen  and 
bowmen,  made  an  enormous  impression  on  the  Greeks,  and  pachyderms 
became  an  important  element  in  the  armies  Alexander  s  successors.  Seleu¬ 
cus  I  Nicator  gained  an  advantage  in  this  ancient  arms  race  by  conclud¬ 
ing  a  treaty  with  the  northern  Indian  ruler  Chandragupta,  but  which  he 
secured  500  trained  war  elephants  for  the  Seleucid  army.  The  treaty  is  cel¬ 
ebrated  on  this  impressive  series  of  tetradrachms,  which  depicts  a  militant 
Athena  be  pulled  by  four  elephants  equipped  with  horned  headdresses.  As 
awe-inspiring  as  these  animals  must  have  been,  their  actual  performance 
in  battle  was  frequently  underwhelming.

Gold  coins  of  the  mnaieion  and  half-mnaieion  denomination  were  first 
struck  under  Ptolemy  II  (282-246  BC),  who  built  the  famous  Library  of 
Alexandria  and  towering  Pharos  lighthouse.  In  279  BC  he  married  his  sis¬ 
ter,  the  beautiful  and  ambitious  Arsinoe,  in  the  manner  of  the  old  Egyptian 
pharaohs.  The  sibling  marriage  scandalized  Greek  society,  which  gave 
Arsinoe  the  nickname  Philadelphus,  or  “brother-lover.  ”  The  first  half- 
mnaieions  carried  four  royal  portraits:  Ptolemy  II  and  his  sister-wife  on 
the  obverse  with  the  epithet  adelphon  (“sibling  lovers  ”),  backed  with  the 
portraits  of  his  parents,  Ptolemy  I  Soter  and  Berenice  I,  now  identified  as 
theon  (“gods”).

One  of  the  greatest  Macedonian  rulers  of  Egypt,  Ptolemy  Ill’s  powerful 
portrait  appears  on  gold  mnaieions  struck  by  his  son,  Ptolemy  IV Philopa- 
tor,  who  succeeded  him  in  221  BC.  The  great  conqueror  appears  almost 
bloated;  while  likely  an  accurate  portrait,  his  well-fed  appearance  is  also 
visual  shorthand  for  Egypt  s  bountiful  abundance.  Ptolemy  III  also  sports 
an  array  of  godly  attributes,  including  the  rayed  crown  of  Helios,  the  tri¬ 
dent  of  Poseidon,  and  the  aegis  of  Zeus.  The  reverse  depicts  a  cornucopia, 
again  symbolizing  the  plenty  of  Egypt.

It  has  been  speculated  that  the  later  K-type  mnaieions  issued  during  the 
reigns  of  Ptolemy  VI  through  VIII  feature  a  disguised  portrait  of  Cleopa¬ 
tra  II,  who  was  the  sister  and  later  wife  of  both  brothers.  If  such  is  the 
case,  the  K  behind  the  head  could  refer  to  Kleopatra  (on  the  original  is¬ 
sues  of  Ptolemy  II-III,  from  which  the  later  issues  were  copied,  the  K  was 
one  of  several  letters  used  to  designate  obverse  dies).  Certainly  the  por¬ 
trait  on  these  later  issues  bears  little  resemblance  to  the  face  of  Arsinoe 
II  found  on  the  gold  pieces  minted  closer  to  her  lifetime.  Whether  or  not 
these  pieces  do  bear  portraits  of  concurrent  figures,  it  is  a  historical  fact 
that  the  strongest  of  the  later  Ptolemaic  rulers  invariably  were  women, 
including  the  last  of  the  line,  Cleopatra  VII.

Like  many  Greco -Bactrian  and  Indo-Greek  rulers,  Agathocles  is  a  near 
complete  mystery  to  us  in  terms  of  his  origins,  rise  to  power  and  the  ex¬ 
tent  of  his  realm.  On  his  rare  “pedigree  ”  coinage  he  claims  the  previous 
Bactrian  Kings  Diodotus,  Euthydemus  and  Demetrius  as  his  ancestors; 
however  these  were  from  rival  houses,  and  Agathocles  also  claims  kinship 
to  Alexander  the  Great  and  an  “ Antiochus  Nicator,  ”  possibly  Antiochus  II 
or  III,  to  whom  he  almost  certainly  bore  no  blood  relation.  The  evidence 
supports  the  conclusion  that  he  was  a  usurper  who  seized  control,  or  was 
appointed  to  rule,  a  portion  of  the  vast,  unwieldy  kingdom  along  with  his 
contemporaries  Antimachus  Theos,  Panteleon  and  Apollodotus  I,  whose 
coins  seem  to  have  been  struck  in  the  same  20  year  span  in  the  early 
second  century  BC.  Of  his  character  we  can  deduce  little  aside  from  the 
personality  hinted  at  by  his  extraordinary  coin  portraits,  which  depict  a 
lean  man  with  a  head  of  tight,  curly  hair,  a  sharply  pointed  nose,  com¬ 
pressed  lips,  and  a  bit  of  a  mad  gleam  in  his  eye.  Whatever  his  origins  and 
personal  qualities,  his  reign  was  cut  short  by  the  rise  of  Eucratides  I  “The 
Great,  ”  who  seems  to  have  suppressed  his  rivals  and  assumed  full  control 
of  all  Bactria  in  about  1 70  BC;  Greek-ruled  northern  India  remained  in¬ 
dependent,  however,  under  the  successors  of  Apollodotus  I.

By  240  BC,  the  regions  encompassing  modern  Afghanistan  and  northern 
India  had  broken  from  Seleucid  rule  and  became  independent  under  their 
own  line  of  kings,  which  were  showcased  in  a  series  of  coin  portraits  of 
astonishing  power  and  realism.  Greatest  of  these  was  Eucratides,  ca.  1 71- 
145  BC,  whose  vast  realm  was  larger  than  any  other  Greek-ruled  king¬ 
dom  of  the  time.  Eucratides  struck  silver  coins  in  vast  numbers  and  many 
survive  today.  His  gold  coins,  however,  are  exceedingly  rare.  This  mag¬ 
nificent  piece  depicts  Eucratides  as  a  general  wearing  a  broad-brimmed 
helmet,  greatly  resembling  a  modern-day  British  explorer  in  a  pith  helmet. 
The  portrait,  rendered  in  sculptural  high  relief,  is  nearly  photographic  in 
its  realism  and  exemplifies  the  virtuosity  achieved  by  the  artisans  of  this 
far-flung  Greek  enclave.

Of  the  immense  Greco-Bactrian  kingdom  s  rulers,  we  have  only  a  handful 
of  written  accounts  totalling  about  500  words,  along  with  the  intriguing 
and  often  puzzling  glimpses  provided  by  the  coinage  of  the  realm.  From 
the  latter  we  can  deduce  that  Eucratides,  who  reigned  for  about  25  years 
starting  about  1 71  BC,  arose  from  obscure  origins  to  become  the  most 
powerful  of  all  Greco-Bactrian  kings,  displacing  several  other  claimants 
over  a  span  of  about  10  years.  This  magnificent  piece  depicts  Eucratides 
as  a  general  wearing  a  broad-brimmed  helmet.  On  the  reverse  he  gives 
himself  the  total  Megalos,  “Greatest,  ”  recalling  both  the  deified  Alexan¬ 
der  and  the  title  “Great King”  born  by  the  Achaemenid Persian  monarchs.

After  the  Greco-Bactrian  succumbed  to  invasion  circa  130  BC,  the  Indo- 
Greek  Kingdoms  to  the  east  in  present-day  Pakistan  and  northern  India, 
shielded  by  the  Hindu-Kush,  survived  for  another  150  years.  The  realm 
was  seldom,  if  ever,  unified  after  the  reign  of  the  great  Menander  1  (circa 
165-130  BC),  and  we  have  little  more  to  go  on  than  the  coins  of  the  realm, 
which  were  now  largely  struck  on  the  reduced  Indie  standard  and  em¬ 
ployed  bi-lingual  legends  in  both  Greek  (obverse)  as  Karosthi,  a  local 
Indian  script.  A  profusion  of  kings,  and  one  queen,  succeeded  Menander, 
and  the  exact  sequence  is  subject  to  considerable  dispute.  It  was  once 
thought  Agathocleia  may  have  been  a  related  to  Menander,  either  his  sur¬ 
viving  wife  or  a  daughter,  and  was  the  mother  of  Strato  I,  for  whom  she 
ruled  as  regent  for  several  years.  This  rare  coin  of  the  joint  reign  display 
both  of  their  portraits.  It  now  appears  the  joint  reign  occurred  about  20 
years  after  Menander  s  death,  indicating  Agathocleia  was  the  widow  of 
one  of  the  intervening  kings,  perhaps  Zoilus  I,  Nicias  or  Theophilus.

Unlike  coins  of  the  first  Jewish  War  against  Rome  (AD  66-70),  all  coins 
of  the  Bar  Kokhba  Revolt  were  overstruck  on  Roman  Provincial  issues  al¬ 
ready  in  circulation,  mainly  silver  tetradrachms  and  drachms  of  Antioch, 
Tyre,  and  Caesarea  in  Cappdocia,  as  well  as  Roman  silver  denarii.  The 
government  of  Simon  Bar  Kokhba  mainly  controlled  the  Judaean  hinter¬ 
lands,  hiding  men  and  equipment  in  an  elaborate  network  of  underground 
caves  and  tunnels,  and  did  not  have  the  time  or  resources  to  set  up  a  full- 
fledged  mint  with  smelting,  refining  and  casting  capabilities.  All  the  same, 
it  must  have  given  the  rebel  mintmasters  a  certain  thrill  to  hammer  flat 
the  images  of  the  Roman  emperors  and  Pagan  deities  who  they  hoped  to 
banish  from  Israel  altogether.  The  imagery  of  Bar  Kokhba  coins  focuses 
upon  the  symbols  related  to  the  original  Temple  of  Jerusalem,  the  facade 
of  which  appears  on  the  obverse  of  the  large  silver  tetradrachm- sized  se- 
las,  and  the  Feast  of  Tabernacles,  with  the  lulav  and  etrog  occupying  the 
reverse.  Coins  struck  during  the  first  and  second  years  of  the  revolt  carry 
a  date  (“Year  One  /  Two  of  the  Redemption  of  Israel  ”),  while  coins  struck 
the  third  year  (AD  134-135)  are  undated.  Coins  of  Year  One  are  the  rarest 
of  the  series,  with  “ hybrid  ”  issues  matching  a  Year  One  obverse  die  with 
a  Year  Two  reverse  are  quite  nearly  as  rare.  This  superb  piece  is  among 
the  finest  surviving  specimens  of  the  hybrid  series.

Like  most  Kushan  rulers,  Huvishka  is  something  of  an  enigma  in  terms  of 
his  character,  personality  and  accomplishments.  His  rule  was  long  and 
seemingly  prosperous;  although  there  was  a  substantial  devaluation  of 
the  bronze  coinage  during  his  long  reign,  his  gold  coins  remained  of  good 
weight  and  style  throughout.  Unlike  most  Kushan  rulers,  he  employed  sev¬ 
eral  different  obverse  bust  types  on  his  gold  coinage  displaying  a  range 
of  interesting  attributes,  among  them  the  helmet-like  rounded  crown  and 
mace-scepter,  shaped  like  an  ear  of  grain,  seen  here.  While  his  prede¬ 
cessor  Kanishka  seemed  to  favor  Iranian  gods  and  goddesses,  Huvishka 
was  more  of  a  nativist,  the  deities  he  honored  being  mostly  Indian,  among 
them  Maaseno,  depicted  in  exceptional  detail  here.  Maaseno  (also  spelled 
Mahasena)  was  a  Kushan  version  of  the  Hindu  Skanda,  also  known  as 
Kartikeya  and  Subramanya,  a  youthful  god  of  war  and  victory.

The  traditional  identification  of  the  Gallic  warrior  depicted  on  the  ob¬ 
verse  of  this  issue  as  Vercingetorix,  leader  of  the  great  Gallic  rebellion 
against  Caesar  in  55-54  BC,  is  sometimes  challenged  as  unprovable  and 
unlikely.  However,  there  is  ample  precedent  for  Romans  placing  portraits 
and  images  of  defeated  enemy  rulers  on  their  coinage  (most  prominently 
Philip  V  and  Perseus  of  Macedon),  and  there  is  no  reason  to  rule  out 
such  an  attribution.  The  head  is  quite  distinctive  in  its  features,  showing 
a  rather  haggard  and  emaciated  warrior  with  his  hair  in  wild  disarray, 
perhaps  reflecting  the  appearance  of  a  man  held  captive  by  Caesar  for 
four  long  years  since  the  surrender  of  Vercingetorix  at  Alesia  in  52  BC. 
Ultimately,  it  would  be  another  two  years  before  he  was  finally  paraded 
through  the  streets  of  Rome  in  chains  in  Caesar  s  great  triumph  of  46  BC, 
after  which  the  great  champion  of  Gallic  freedom  was  ritually  strangled.

The  roller-coaster  career  of  Sextus  Pompey,  youngest  son  Pompey  the 
Great,  spanned  the  dying  years  of  the  Roman  Republic  and  its  rebirth 
as  an  Empire.  The  large  and  varied  coinage  of  Sextus  Pompey  employs 
numerous  interesting  nautical  themes,  in  keeping  with  his  claim  to  be  the 
“son  of  Neptune.  ”  This  attractive  denarius  belongs  to  the  brief  interval 
between  Caesar  s  murder  and  Sextus  ’ appointment  as  Praefect  of  the  Fleet 
in  April  of  43  BC,  during  his  sojourn  at  the  Gallic  port  city  of  Massilia. 
The  obverse  portrait  is  clearly  recognizable  as  Pompey  the  Great,  al¬ 
though  the  legend  identifies  him  as  Neptune  and  provides  him  appropriate 
attributes —  a  dolphin  and  trident.  The  moneyer,  Q.  Nasidius,  was  a  Pom¬ 
peian  loyalist  who  served  both  Magnus  and  Sextus  as  commander  of  the 
fleet  until  his  defeat  at  Naulochus,  whereupon  he  joined  Antony’s  forces, 
only  to  suffer  another  naval  defeat  at  Actium  in  31  BC.

Mark  Antony,  Caesar  s  chief  lieutenant  during  his  dictatorship,  became 
de-factor  leader  of  the  Caesarian  faction  after  the  Ides  of  March,  44  BC, 
and  the  dominant  member  of  the  Second  Triumvirate  after  its  formation 
in  the  summer  of  43  BC.  In  the  carve-up  of  the  Roman  world,  Antony  re¬ 
ceived  the  wealthy  eastern  provinces,  which  were  ripe  for  plunder,  and  set 
about  preparing  the  attack  on  the  Parthian  Empire  that  Caesar  had  been 
planning  before  his  death.  The  Parthians,  however,  struck  first,  invading 
Roman  Syria  in  40  BC  with  the  help  of  the  rebel  Roman  general  Quin¬ 
tus  Labienus.  As  a  holding  action  while  he  assembled  a  huge  task  force, 
Antony  dispatched  the  general  Publius  Ventidius  Bassus  to  the  east  with 
a  small  army.  Ventidius  stopped  the  Parthian  advance  and  did  far  more, 
crushing  their  army  in  a  pitched  battle,  killing  the  Parthian  prince  Pa- 
corus,  and  capturing  and  executing  Labienus.  Antony  raced  East  to  claim 
credit  for  Ventidius  s  success;  the  reverse  of  this  rare  denarius,  issued  in 
Syria  in  38  BC,  depicts  a  military  trophy  erected  to  celebrate  an  important 
victory  and  celebrates  his  being  acclaimed  as  Imperator  (victorious  gen¬ 
eral)  for  the  third  time  (IMP  TER).  Ventidius  received  a  triumph  in  Rome 
for  his  troubles  and  was  pensioned  off  to  obscurity  thereafter.

This  handsome  aureus  is  usually  attributed  on  stylistic  grounds  to  the  im¬ 
portant  mint  city  of  Pergamum  in  Asia  Minor,  circa  19-18  BC,  during 
Augustus  ’  tour  of  the  east.  The  striking  anepigraphic  reverse  type  depicts 
the  sphinx,  a  mythological  Egyptian  creature,  sometimes  winged  (as  seen 
here),  with  a  human  head  and  leonine  body.  This  image  was  initially  used 
by  Augustus  as  his  personal  signet,  but  was  later  replaced  with  the  head 
of  Alexander  the  Great  because  of  the  sphinx’s  association  with  Egypt,  and 
hence  Cleopatra.

This  outstanding  aureus  displays  the  succession  arrangements  Augustus 
hoped  to  implement  for  the  Roman  state.  After  the  death  of  his  favorite 
nephew  Marcellus.  Augustus  turned  his  hopes  for  the  succession  to  the 
young  Caius  and  Lucius  Caesars,  his  grandsons  via  his  daughter  Julia 
and  his  close  friend  Marcus  Agrippa.  Caius  was  born  in  20  BC  and  Lucius 
three  years  later.  Augustus  formally  adopted  them  both  and  gave  them  an 
accelerated  progress  up  the  cursus  honorum,  or  ladder  of  public  offices. 
He  also  carefully  supervised  their  education  and  displayed  them  at  public 
events  to  endear  them  to  the  populace  and  army.  There  are  hints  that  being 
showered  with  honors  and  adulation  may  have  gone  to  their  heads,  but 
history  will  never  know  whether  their  reigns  would  have  been  superior  to 
what  did  come  after  Augustus,  for  they  both  suffered  untimely  ends.  Lu¬ 
cius  fell  ill  during  a  state  visit  to  Gaul  and  died  in  Massalia  in  AD  2.  Two 
years  later,  Caius  suffered  a  wound  during  a  skirmish  with  the  Parthians 
on  the  eastern  frontier  and  died  in  Lycia.  Augustus  was  devastated  and 
spent  the  rest  of  his  reign  sunk  in  depression.  Their  deaths  cleared  the 
way  for  Tiberius,  Augustus  ’  dour  son-in-law  via  his  wife  Livia,  and  ru¬ 
mors  abounded  that  she  had  somehow  conspired  the  deaths  of  Caius  and 
Lucius,  and  possibly  that  of  Marcellus  as  well.  Such  speculation  makes 
for  lurid  reading  and  viewing  (most  notably  in  the  novels  and  TV  series 
“I,  Claudius  ”),  but  the  disparate  circumstances  of  their  deaths  leaves  for 
little  doubt  of  Livia  s  innocence.

The  left-facing  bust  on  this  attractive  issue  of  Nemausus  (modern  Nimes) 
depicts  Marcus  Vipsanius  Agrippa,  perhaps  history  s  greatest  sidekick.  He 
was  born  in  63  BC,  the  same  year  as  Gains  Octavius,  with  whom  he  struck 
up  a  close  friendship  in  adolescence.  Octavius  recognized  Agrippa  s  re¬ 
markable  qualities  as  a  soldier  and  statesman  and  relied  heavily  on  him 
to  put  his  various  plans  into  action.  Agrippa  s  mastery  of  strategy  secured 
the  naval  victory  over  Sextus  Pompey  at  Naulochus  in  36  BC,  and  the 
defeat  of  Mark  Antony  and  Cleopatra  at  Actium  five  years  later.  After  Oc- 
tavian  assumed  the  title  of  Augustus  in  27  BC,  Agrippa  was  clearly  re¬ 
garded  as  second-in-command  and  the  likely  heir  to  the  throne.  His  many 
building  projects,  financed  out  of  his  own  purse,  helped  transform  Rome 
from  a  city  of  brick  to  one  of  marble,  and  his  commemorative  inscriptions 
survive  on  many  important  monuments,  including  the  Pantheon.  His  name 
continued  to  be  revered  long  after  his  death  in  12  BC,  as  this  coin,  struck 
two  decades  later,  attests.

The  path  of  succession  for  Tiberius,  the  son  of  Augustus  s  wife  Livia,  was 
anything  but  smooth,  but  having  outlived  and  outmaneuvered  every  other 
claimant ,  he  was  designated  by  Augustus  as  his  heir  in  A.D.  4  and  made 
virtual  co-emperor  in  AD  13.  Upon  the  death  of  Augustus  in  September  the 
following  year,  Tiberius  showed  great  reluctance  in  accepting  the  position 
and  titles  that  his  adoptive  father  had  accumulated  and  engaged  in  an 
awkward  exchange  with  the  Senate,  which  insisted  he  accede  to  the  role  of 
Princeps.  Once  installed  as  sole  emperor,  Tiberius  honored  his  predeces¬ 
sor  with  a  full  range  of  commemorative  coinage,  including  this  attractive 
aureus,  which  announced  the  deification  of  Augustus,  here  indicated  by 
the  title  DIVOS  AVGVSTVS  and  the  star  above  his  head.

Caligula's  Pate

This  denarius,  struck  at  the  outset  of  Caligula  's  reign,  pairs  his  portrait 
with  that  of  his  maternal  great-grandfather,  the  divine  Augustus,  advertis¬ 
ing  his  illustrious  lineage.  As  the  son  of  the  popular  general  Germanicus 
and  Augustus's  granddaughter  Agrippina,  the  25-year-old  ‘ Caligula  ’  (a 
nickname  meaning  “bootikins  ")  came  to  the  Roman  throne  with  a  huge 
reservoir  of  public  goodwill.  He  started  off  well  enough  by  distributing 
cash  and  publicly  burning  Tiberius's  enemies  list  (after  discretely  making 
a  copy).  But  he  fell  seriously  ill  in  October,  AD  37,  perhaps  with  malarial 
encephalitis,  and  was  not  expected  to  recover.  While  his  health  returned, 
the  illness  cost  Caligula  his  hair  and,  by  all  accounts,  his  wits.  Then  began 
the  bloodbath,  starting  with  the  execution  of  his  loyal  Praetorian  Prefect 
Macro  and  the  murder  of  his  cousin  Gemellus.  Anyone  mentioning  his 
bald  pate,  or  even  looking  down  on  his  head,  was  subject  to  an  immedi¬ 
ate  beating.  He  quickly  squandered  Tiberius 's  carefully  hoarded  wealth 
on  useless  projects  and  personal  frivolity,  condemned  or  exiled  the  most 
capable  men  in  government,  engaged  in  pointless  military  campaigns  that 
left  his  soldiers  baffled  and  humiliated,  and  demanded  to  be  worshipped 
as  a  god.  After  three  years  of  misrule  a  conspiracy  formed  among  a  small 
circle  of  Senators  and  Praetorians.  On  January  24,  AD  41,  he  was  lured 
into  a  corridor,  surrounded,  and  cut  down,  becoming  the  first  emperor  to 
die  by  assassination.

Nero  Claudius  Drusus  was  the  second  son  of  Livia  by  her  first  husband, 
Tiberius  Claudius  Nero.  He  was  brought  up  in  the  household  of  Augustus, 
who  took  note  of  his  abilities  and  fast-tracked  his  advancement  in  military 
and  civil  affairs.  In  16  BC  he  was  married  to  Antonia,  daughter  of  Mark 
Antony  and  Octavia,  and  the  happy  union  produced  two  sons,  Germanicus 
and  the  future  emperor  Claudius.  In  12  BC,  Augustus  gave  him  command 
of  the  planned  conquest  of  Germany,  which  he  seemed  to  have  achieved 
in  four  skilfully  waged  campaigns  over  the  next  three  years.  His  letters 
written  during  this  time  (later  excerpted  by  Suetonius)  indicated  he  hoped 
for  a  restoration  of  the  Republic,  an  attitude  which  might  have  strained 
relations  with  Augustus.  But  Drusus  never  returned  to  Rome,  for  a  serious 
equestrian  accident  led  to  an  infection  which  claimed  his  life  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  of  9  BC.  Despite  his  republican  leanings,  his  brother  Tiberius  and  son 
Claudius  both  became  Roman  emperors,  the  latter  of  whom  struck  this 
coin  honoring  his  illustrious  father.

This  beautiful  sestertius  is  noteworthy  both  for  its  bearded  portrait  of 
Nero  and  the  intriguing  architectural  reverse.  While  the  vast  majority  of 
male  Romans  in  the  first  century  AD  were  clean-shaven,  Nero  affected 
a  scruffy  “chin  beard  ”  in  the  mid-60s  AD,  perhaps  in  mourning  for  his 
second  wife  Poppaea  Sabina,  who  died  in  AD  65.  Poppaea  was  allegedly 
pregnant  at  the  time  of  her  death,  and  ancient  historians  hostile  to  Nero 
(most  of  them)  attribute  her  demise  to  a  kick  to  her  abdomen  delivered  by 
Nero  in  a  fit  of  rage.  His  extravagant  grief  over  her  death  argues  against 
this,  and  it  is  more  likely  she  died  due  to  complications  in  her  pregnancy 
or  childbirth.  The  reverse  image  of  the  Temple  of  Janus  marks  another, 
less  personal  historical  event  —  Peace  with  Parthia.  The  Temple  of  Ja¬ 
nus  was  one  of  the  oldest  structures  in  the  Roman  Forum.  According  to 
tradition,  the  doors  were  kept  open  in  wartime  and  closed  during  times 
of  peace.  The  closing  of  the  Temple  doors  was  a  rare  event,  even  during 
the  Pax  Romana.  In  AD  66,  having  recently  concluded  a  favorable  peace 
treaty  with  Parthia,  Nero  closed  the  doors  with  great  fanfare  and  marked 
the  occasion  on  his  coinage.

Born  in  AD  32  to  a  nouveau  riche  family,  Marcus  Salvius  Otho  grew  up 
as  a  pampered  playboy  with  a  taste  for  the  finer  things  in  life.  He  had  a 
peculiar  abhorrence  for  bodily  hair  and  depilated  every  part  of  his  body, 
including  his  head;  to  cover  his  baldness,  he  then  wore  a  carefully  made 
wig,  which  can  be  observed  on  his  numismatic  portraits.  Otho  became 
one  of  the  Emperor  Nero  s  high-living  friends,  but  this  changed  abruptly 
when  Nero  took  a  fancy  to  his  wife,  Poppaea.  Otho  was  packed  off  to  gov¬ 
ern  Lusitania,  where  he  stewed  and  plotted  revenge.  When  Nero  s  regime 
collapsed  in  AD  68,  Otho  was  one  of  Galba  s  earliest  supporters  and  fol¬ 
lowed  him  back  to  Rome.  He  fully  expected  to  be  named  the  old  man  s  heir 
apparent.  Instead,  Galba  chose  a  young  aristocrat  of  better  breeding,  and 
the  furious  Otho  plotted  his  removal.  He  bribed  the  Praetorian  Guards  to 
murder  Galba  on  January  15,  AD  69,  after  which  the  Senate  reluctantly 
confirmed  Otho  as  emperor.  But  he  immediately  faced  another  rebellion, 
this  time  by  Vitellius,  the  governor  of  lower  Germany,  whose  sizeable 
army  marched  on  Italy.  Otho  gathered  his  men  and  hurried  north  to  hold 
the  line  at  the  River  Po.  His  generals  urged  him  to  wait  for  reinforcements, 
but  Otho  was  afraid  of  defections  and  ordered  a  premature  attack.  The 
sharp  clash  at  Cremona  in  northern  Italy  went  decisively  against  him. 
Again,  his  generals  urged  him  to  keep  fighting,  but  he  decided  to  spare 
Rome  further  bloodshed  and  stabbed  himself  in  the  heart  the  morning  of 
April  16  or  17,  AD  69.  His  noble  end  gained  him  a  respect  that  had  eluded 
him  in  life.

This  handsome  aureus  bears  a  striking  portrait  of  one  of  Rome  s  great¬ 
est  rulers.  Publius  Aelius  Hadrianus  was  born  in  Rome  in  AD  76,  the 
son  of  a  Spanish  senator  and  related  through  his  mother  to  the  future 
Emperor  Trajan.  After  succeeding  as  emperor  in  AD  21 7,  Hadrian  aban¬ 
doned  many  of  Trajan  s  over-ambitious  conquests  and  engaged  in  a  policy 
of  peace  abroad  and  reform  at  home.  He  spent  most  of  his  21-year  reign 
traveling,  visiting  every  province  of  the  Roman  Empire.  His  building  proj¬ 
ects  were  many  and  long-lasting,  including  Hadrian  s  Wall  in  northern 
Britain  and  the  Pantheon  in  Rome.  Under  his  patronage,  Roman  art  and 
sculpture  reached  its  creative  peak.

Though  famously  frugal,  Antoninus  Pius  was  not  above  maintaining  his 
popularity  by  regular  cash  disbursements  to  the  Roman  populace  (con- 
giaria),  personified  by  the  goddess  Liberalitas,  who  is  shown  here  help¬ 
ing  the  emperor  to  hand  out  coins  to  deserving  citizens.  A  congiarium  is 
recorded  at  the  outset  of  his  reign  and  at  least  two  more  occurred  in  the 
period  AD  140-143,  in  which  this  aureus  was  struck.  Tiberius  is  recorded 
to  have  given  the  first  Imperial  cash  distribution,  of  300  sesterces;  Nero 
later  upped  the  amount  to  400,  an  amount  which  could  have  been  given  in 
the  form  of  four  gold  aurei  or  100  silver  denarii.

The  ‘Victory  ’  celebrated  on  this  aureus,  over  the  Parthians  in  a  long  and 
difficult  war  AD  162-168,  ended  up  being  a  Pyrrhic  one  for  the  Romans, 
as  the  returning  Legions  brought  with  them  a  virulent  plague  which  quick¬ 
ly  spread  through  most  of  the  Roman  Empire  and  devastated  its  popula¬ 
tion.  The  “Antonine  Plague,  ”  also  called  the  “Plague  of  Galen  ”  after  the 
famous  physician  who  strove  mightily  against  it,  is  now  thought  to  have 
been  smallpox  or  possibly  measles.  Europeans  seemingly  had  no  exposure 
to  the  illness  before  and  died  in  enormous  numbers.  While  not  as  devastat¬ 
ing  as  the  later  Plague  of  Justinian  or  the  Black  Death  of  the  14th  century, 
it  seems  to  have  severely  depopulated  vast  regions  and  helped  bring  about 
the  economic  stagnation  and  external  invasion  that  eventually  brought 
down  the  Western  Roman  Empire.

The  first  Roman  emperor  of  African  descent,  Lucius  Septimius  Severus 
was  born  on  11  April,  AD  145  in  the  North  African  city  of  Lepcis  Magna. 
He  entered  the  Senate  during  the  reign  of  Marcus  Aurelius  and  also  served 
as  an  officer  in  the  army  under  the  general  Pertinax,  finding  the  soldier  s 
life  much  to  his  liking.  Talented  and  hardworking,  Severus  rose  rapidly  in 
the  Senate  hierarchy,  becoming  consul  in  AD  190  and  proconsul  of  Pan- 
nonia  Superior  the  following  year.  The  assassination  of  Commodus  on 
January  1,  AD  193  brought  his  patron  Pertinax  to  the  throne,  but  within 
three  months  Pertinax  had  been  murdered  by  the  Praetorians,  who  sold 
the  throne  to  Didius  Julianas.  An  outraged  populace  demanded  that  Pes- 
cennius  Niger,  governor  of  Syria,  or  Clodius  Albinus,  proconsul  of Britain, 
depose  Julianas.  But  Severus  was  much  closer  in  Pannonia,  and  he  struck 
first.  Placating  Albinus  with  the  junior  title  of  Caesar,  Severus  marched 
on  Rome  and  easily  disposed  of  Julianas.  He  next  marched  against  Niger 
and  crushed  his  rebel  regime  in  a  brutally  efficient  campaign.  Returning  to 
Rome  in  AD  195,  he  raised  his  elder  son  Caracalla  to  the  rank  of  Caesar, 
thus  severing  his  pact  with  Clodius  Albinus  and  igniting  another  civil  war, 
which  ended  with  Severus  s  victory  in  AD  197.  A  bloody  purge  of  Albinus  s 
supporters  led  many  to  call  him  “the  Punic  Sulla,  ”  but  with  his  position 
secure,  he  ruled  with  moderation.  Julia  Domnas  patronage  stimulated 
Rome  s  arts  and  intellectual  life,  but  the  mutual  hatred  of  their  sons,  Cara¬ 
calla  and  Geta,  caused  the  imperial  couple  no  end  of  grief.  Like  Hadrian, 
Severus  traveled  incessantly,  but  his  policy  was  expansion  through  con¬ 
quest,  and  in  AD  208  he  launched  an  invasion  of  Scotland.  But  what  was 
supposed  to  be  a  quick  conquest  turned  into  a  long,  bitter  slog,  which  took 
its  toll  on  the  emperor  s  health.  On  his  deathbed  in  York,  Severus  begged 
his  sons  to  “be  good  to  each  other,  pay  the  soldiers  well,  and  the  rest  can 
to  go  to  hell.  ”  He  died  on  February  4,  AD  311,  at  the  age  of  65. 

This  stunning  gold  aureus  depicts  Severus  as  resembling  his  patron  god 
Serapis,  with  his  beard  carefully  styled  in  long  curls.  The  reverse  leg¬ 
end,  “Restorer  of  the  City,”  refers  to  Severus  ’  extensive  program  of  con¬ 
struction  in  Rome.

The  reign  of  Severus  Alexander  presents  the  last  relatively  tranquil  in¬ 
terlude  before  the  mid-third  century  storm  swept  away  the  Pax  Romana. 
Handsome  and  affable,  the  youth  was  really  never  more  than  a  figurehead 
ruler,  first  for  his  grandmother,  the  formidable  Julia  Maesa,  and  then, 
after  her  death  in  AD  225/6,  for  his  mother  Julia  Mamaea.  As  long  as 
the  Empire  remained  at  peace,  the  arrangement  worked  relatively  well; 
the  government  functioned  smoothly  and  prosperity  reigned.  Later  gen¬ 
erations  would  view  Alexander  s  reign  as  the  last  episode  of  a  Golden 
Age  and  imbued  him  with  all  the  attributes  of  an  Ideal  Prince.  This  rare 
and  beautiful  gold  aureus  was  struck  near  the  outset  of  Alexander  s  reign 
and  shows  him  as  a  smooth-faced  youth  of  15.  The  reverse  image  of  Pax 
celebrates  peace  throughout  the  Empire,  which,  alas,  proved  all  too 
short-lived.

The  pose  of  Hercules  on  the  reverse  seems  to  be  modeled  on  the  famous 
“Farnese  Hercules  ”  statue,  discovered  at  the  Baths  of  Caracalla  in  1546. 
The  statue,  an  icon  of  male  virility,  was  sculpted  in  the  early  third  century 
AD  by  a  certain  Glycon,  who  signed  his  name  on  the  base;  however  the 
pose  was  copied  from  a  Greek  original  sculpted  by  Lysippus  in  the  4th 
century  BC.

Gordian  III  was  the  grandson  of  Gordian  I  and  nephew  of  Gordian  II, 
who  were  briefly  emperor  during  the  chaotic  year  AD  238.  After  their 
demise  in  April  of  that  year,  the  young  Gordian  found  himself  raised  to  the 
rank  of  Caesar,  or  heir  apparent,  to  the  senatorial  Emperors  Balbinus  and 
Pupeinus,  who  were  killed  by  the  Praetorians  scarcely  two  months  later. 
At  age  13,  Gordian  III  was  duly  saluted  as  emperor.  Due  to  his  youth  and 
inexperience,  he  was  at  first  dominated  by  an  advisory  board  of  senators, 
who  had  to  walk  a  tightrope  to  avoid  the  fate  of  previous  short-lived  re¬ 
gimes.  In  AD  241,  Gordian  appointed  as  Praetorian  Prefect  the  capable 
Timesitheus,  whose  daughter  Tranquillina  became  his  bride.  Timesitheus 
became  a  beneficent  mentor  who  kept  Gordian  s  weak  government  on  an 
even  keel.  When  the  Sasanian  Persians  under  Shapur  I  crossed  Rome  s 
desert  frontier  and  threatened  Antioch,  and  the  young  Gordian  was  forced 
to  take  up  arms  and  march  east  with  the  Legions.  Gordian  s  army  engaged 
Shapur  at  Rhesaena  in  Syria  in  won  a  signal  victory  early  in  AD  243.  But 
the  death  of  Timesitheus  in  the  winter  brought  the  campaign  to  a  grinding 
halt.  Supplies  dwindled,  and  the  new  Praetorian  Prefect,  Philip,  blamed 
the  shortage  on  Gordian.  Gordian  offered  to  abdicate  in  Philip  s  favor, 
but  Philip  simply  seized  the  throne  and  had  Gordian  quietly  murdered. 
Sadly,  his  youth  and  gentle  nature  had  proven  unsuited  to  the  demands 
of  hard  times.

Born  on  the  Danubian  frontier,  Gaius  Messius  Quintus  Trajanus  De¬ 
cius  came  to  the  throne  with  a  ready-made  agenda  for  the  restoration  of 
Rome  s  fading  glory.  He  tried  several  innovations  on  the  financial  front, 
including  the  introduction  of  a  new  coin  denomination,  the  double-sester¬ 
tius.  Despite  these  measures,  the  gold  coinage  of  Decius  shows  a  sharp 
acceleration  in  the  debasement  witnessed  over  the  previous  two  decades, 
which  had  seen  the  aureus  drop  from  about  6.5  grams  under  Severus  Al¬ 
exander  (AD  222-235)  to  about  4.5  grams  under  Philip  I  (AD  244-249). 
Aurei  struck  near  the  beginning  of  his  reign  average  about  the  same  as 
Philip  s,  but  this  plummets  by  more  than  a  gram  over  the  course  of  the  next 
18  months.  Perhaps  seeking  to  confiscate  their  estates  and  replenish  the 
treasury,  he  cracked  down  harshly  on  those  he  believed  were  undermining 
the  ancient  traditions  of  Rome.  Christianity  was  particularly  singled  out, 
and  thousands  of  Christians  were  forced  to  either  make  sacrifice  to  Rome  s 
gods  or  face  torture,  execution  and  seizure  of  assets.  Renewed  barbar¬ 
ian  invasions  late  in  AD  250  took  his  attention  away  from  domestic  af¬ 
fairs.  Seeking  a  decisive  battle,  Decius  pursued  the  fleeing  Goths  into  the 
marshes  of  Abrittus  and  straight  into  an  ambush.  Decius  and  about  half 
of  his  army  perished  in  the  debacle,  the  first  time  a  Roman  emperor  had 
fallen  to  a  foreign  enemy.  The  Christians  claimed  it  was  God  s  revenge  on 
an  arch-persecutor.

Although  he  reached  the  Roman  throne  via  the  path  of  coup  and  civil  war, 
Diocletian  turned  out  to  be  a  far-sighted  statesman  of  rare  ability.  Achiev¬ 
ing  undisputed  power  in  AD  285,  he  came  in  with  a  detailed  blueprint  for 
Roman  revival.  Recognizing  the  task  of  governing  the  Empire  had  grown 
too  great  for  one  man,  he  divided  supreme  power  with  three  old  military 
colleagues  and  devised  a  formula  for  renewing  this  “Tetrarchy  ”  every 
20  years.  The  arrangement  worked  surprisingly  well  and  by  AD  300  the 
ceaseless  revolts  and  civil  wars  that  had  nearly  destroyed  the  Roman  Em¬ 
pire  over  the  latter  third  century  had  stopped,  allowing  Roman  economic 
life  to  slowly  and  painfully  recover.  The  respite  from  invasion  and  civil 
war  enabled  Diocletian  and  his  colleagues  to  stabilize  the  Roman  curren¬ 
cy,  fixing  the  gold  aureus  at  l/60th  of  a  Roman  pound,  as  indicated  by  the 
Greek  numeral  E  (60)  in  the  right  field  of  this  medallic  piece.  A  system  of 
readily  identifiable  mint  marks  and  officina  designations  improved  quality 
control.  Portraiture  and  reverse  themes  also  became  highly  standardized, 
with  an  almost  generic  “Tetrarchic  ”  visage  applied  to  each  ruler.

Among  the  grand  designs  of  Diocletian  was  an  effort  to  restore  the  Ro¬ 
man  religion  to  its  former  prominence.  Toward  this  end,  each  of  the  ruling 
Tetrarchs  was  assigned  to  a  “house  ”  corresponding  to  the  Roman  deities 
Jupiter  and  Hercules,  with  Diocletian  himself  representing  the  former  and 
his  co-Augustus  Maximian  as  the  latter.  Diocletian  thus  became  the  su¬ 
preme  ruler,  while  Maximian  became  his  facilitator  and  “man  of  action.  ” 
This  obverse  portrait  of  this  astonishing  aureus  of  Maximian  from  the  mint 
of  Rome  gives  him  the  blunt,  manly  look  of  a  Roman  Hercules,  while  the 
reverse  depicts  the  hero  in  a  ferocious  struggle  with  the  many-headed  Hy¬ 
dra,  one  of  his  Twelve  Labors.  The  symbolism  draws  a  distinct  parallel 
between  the  hydra  slain  by  Hercules  and  the  myriad  challenges  faced,  and 
defeated  in  turn,  by  the  Tetrarchic  regime.

This  stunning  aureus  was  struck  shortly  after  Maximian  was  raised  to  the 
rank  of  co-Augustus  in  AD  286.  Like  Diocletian,  Maximian  was  of  hardy 
peasant  stock  and  rose  through  the  ranks  of  the  Roman  Army  during  the 
war-torn  later  third  century.  Once  Diocletian  was  installed  as  emperor, 
he  almost  immediately  offered  to  share  power  with  his  old  comrade  in 
arms,  whom  he  seems  to  have  trusted  implicitly.  Maximian  was  appointed 
Caesar  in  AD  284  and  was  raised  to  Augustus  two  years  later.  Though  less 
of  a  thinker  than  Diocletian,  Maximian  was  a  better  soldier,  a  fact  Diocle¬ 
tian  understood  and  even  appreciated.  Maximian  thus  became  Hercules  to 
Diocletian  s  Jupiter,  the  man  of  action  following  the  lead  of  a  great  plan¬ 
ner  and  organizer.  This  duality  is  expressed  on  the  reverse  of  this  aureus, 
where  a  well-muscled  Hercules  is  shown  leaning  on  his  club  in  the  man¬ 
ner  of  the  Farnese  Hercules,  a  second  century  AD  statue  that  originally 
adorned  the  Baths  of  Caracalla  in  Rome  (see  lot  31066).  In  AD  293  the 
Dyarchy  was  expanded  to  a  Tetrarchy  with  the  addition  of  two  subordinate 
rulers,  the  Caesars  Constantius  I  and  Galerius.

RIC  lists  this  coin  as  R5  (unique),  citing  an  example  in  the  Hunter  Coin 
Cabinet  in  Glascow;  Calico  also  rates  it  as  unique.  Our  example  is  thus 
the  second  known  specimen  of  this  extremely  beautiful  type.  All  aurei  of 
Constantius  I  as  Augustus  are  rare  to  extremely  rare,  having  been  struck 
in  the  narrow  14-month  period  of  his  rule. 

Flavius  Valerius  Constantius  was  a  native  of  Naissus  in  modern  Serbia. 
He  found  escape  from  his  low  social  standing  in  the  Roman  army  and 
rose  steadily  through  the  ranks.  Along  the  way,  he  took  a  local  barmaid 
named  Helena  as  his  common-law  wife  and  she  bore  him  a  son,  Constan¬ 
tine,  probably  in  AD  273  or  274.  He  supported  Diocletian  s  bid  for  power 
and  was  rewarded  with  a  series  of  important  posts  in  the  new  regime. 
In  March  of  AD  293,  Diocletian  and  Maximian  appointed  him  Caesar 
of  the  West  and  charged  him  with  restoring  Britain  and  northern  Gaul, 
then  under  the  separatist  rule  of  the  usurper  Carausius,  to  Roman  control. 
Constantius  spent  three  years  in  preparations  and  launched  his  invasion 
in  mid-AD  296,  achieving  total  victory.  He  won  the  reputation  of  a  just 
and  compassionate  ruler  during  his  years  as  Caesar.  When  Diocletian  is¬ 
sued  his  edicts  of  persecution,  Constantius,  perhaps  influenced  by  Helena, 
effectively  ignored  them  and  Christians  found  refuge  in  his  realm.  With 
Diocletian  s  retirement  in  AD  305,  Constantius  became  Augustus  of  the 
West  and  technically  the  senior  ruler,  but  his  health  was  failing  fast.  Con¬ 
stantius  implored  his  co-Augustus  Galerius  to  release  his  son  Constantine, 
serving  in  the  eastern  court  as  hostage  to  his  father  s  loyalty.  The  two  were 
reunited  in  early  306  and  campaigned  jointly  against  the  Piets  in  Britain, 
winning  Constantius  the  title  “Britannicus  Maximus.  ”  But  Constantius 
fell  seriously  ill  that  summer  and  died  on  July  25.  The  army  immediately 
acclaimed  Constantine  as  Emperor,  launching  the  career  of  one  of  Rome  s 
greatest  rulers.

The  horse  Constantine  is  riding  appears  to  be  engaging  in  passage,  a  spe¬ 
cial,  collected  trot  still  practiced  in  equestrian  competitions.  The  legend 
pays  tribute  to  the  Roman  legions  of  Gaul,  whose  fervent  support  in  the 
upcoming  civil  wars  against  Maxentius  (AD  312)  and  Licinius  (AD  324) 
would  win  him  control  of  the  entire  Roman  Empire.

The  third  son  of  Constantine  the  Great,  Constantius  II  was  the  most  suc¬ 
cessful  of  Constantine’s  heirs.  Born  in  AD  317,  Flavius  Julius  Valerius 
Constantius  was  raised  to  the  rank  of  Caesar  along  with  his  younger 
brother  Constans  in  AD  324.  Upon  their  father  s  death,  the  three  sons  of 
Constantine  carved  up  the  Empire  among  themselves,  Constantius  receiv¬ 
ing  the  prosperous  Eastern  portion  of  the  Roman  Empire.  A  long-running 
border  war  with  the  Sasanian  Persians  kept  Constantius  preoccupied,  and 
when  Constans  was  overthrown  by  the  usurper  Magnentius  in  AD  350, 
it  took  Constantius  a  year  to  disengage  his  army  and  march  westward  to 
put  down  the  pretender.  With  the  Persians  again  threatening  the  eastern 
frontier,  Constantius  named  his  cousin  Julian  as  Caesar  in  AD  355  to 
mind  affairs  in  the  west  while  he  returned  to  Antioch.  But  Julian  s  popu¬ 
larity  roused  Constantius  s  suspicious  nature.  He  forced  Julian  into  open 
revolt  in  AD  360,  but  before  full-scale  civil  war  could  erupt,  Constantius 
fell  suddenly  fell  ill  and  died  in  on  November  3,  AD  361.  He  had  reigned 
with  dour,  plodding  competence  for  24  years  and  left  a  fairly  stable  and 
prosperous  Empire  to  his  successors.

It  became  the  subject  of  much  derision  among  the 
wags  of  Antioch  and  Julian,  with  mixed  success,  attempted  to  satirically 
rebut  them  with  a  pamphlet  in  Greek,  Misopogon  (“Beard  Hater”)  that 
survives  to  this  day.

Theodosius  I  “The  Great”  was  the  last  man  to  rule  the  entire  Roman  Em¬ 
pire  whose  reign  sped  the  transition  to  the  medieval  world.  Born  in  Spain 
in  AD  346,  his  father,  Theodosius  the  Elder,  was  a  powerful  general  in 
the  Roman  army  under  the  emperor  Valentinian  I  (AD  364-375).  He  was 
made  governor  ofMoesia  in  AD  3  75,  but  a  period  of  disgrace  followed  the 
execution  of  his  father  for  high  treason  in  AD  376.  Theodosius  retired  to 
his  Spanish  estates,  but  the  disastrous  battle  of  Adrianople  in  AD  378,  in 
which  the  Goths  smashed  the  Roman  field  army  and  killed  the  East  Roman 
Emperor  Valens,  brought  about  his  recall.  Gratian,  emperor  of  the  West, 
appointed  Theodosius  as  co-Augustus  in  January  of 379,  tasking  him  with 
restoring  the  shattered  East  Roman  army  and  quelling  the  Gothic  revolt. 
Years  of  arduous  campaigning  forced  the  Goths  into  relative  submission 
in  AD  382,  but  the  peace  treaty  settled  them  in  Thrace  and  allowed  them 
a  great  deal  of  autonomy.  In  January  of  AD  383,  Theodosius  proclaimed 
his  six-year-old  son  Arcadius  as  co-emperor,  but  in  the  same  year  Gratian 
was  slain  and  replaced  by  the  usurper  Magnus  Maximus.  Civil  war  broke 
out  in  AD  388,  when  Maximus  invaded  Italy  and  Theodosius  moved  west 
to  meet  and  defeat  him.  Theodosius  remained  in  Italy  for  three  more  years 
to  settle  affairs  and  returned  to  Constantinople  in  AD  391,  but  the  usurpa¬ 
tion  of  Eugenius  brought  about  another  destructive  civil  war  in  AD  394. 
Again,  Theodosius  won  the  day,  and  remained  supreme  over  both  halves 
of  the  Empire  until  his  premature  death  in  January  of  AD  395.  His  incom¬ 
petent  sons  Arcadius  and  Honorius  succeeded  him,  setting  the  stage  for 
the  Western  Empire’s  decline  and  fall.

The  brief  sole  reign  of  the  Empress  Irene  was  a  milestone  as  it  marked 
the  first  time  a  woman  ruled  the  Roman  or  Byzantine  Empires  in  her  own 
right.  Alas,  the  experiment  could  not  be  called  a  success.  Irene  was  a 
legendary  beauty  from  Athens  who  married  the  Emperor  Leo  IV  and  soon 
came  to  dominate  domestic  affairs  in  his  government.  When  Leo  died  in 
780,  Irene  ruled  as  regent  for  her  adolescent  son  Constantine  VI.  Though 
the  Isaurian  dynasty  had  initiated  iconoclasm,  Irene  was  a  fervent  iconod- 
ule  who  began  the  process  of  reversing  the  divisive  policy.  In  790  she  was 
temporarily  ousted  in  a  coup  led  by  her  son,  but  he  showed  no  talent  for 
ruling  and  recalled  her  two  years  later.  Irene,  in  turn,  had  him  ousted  and 
blinded  in  797,  seizing  sole  power  for  herself.  She  tried  to  win  popularity 
with  generous  handouts  and  tax  reductions,  but  the  states  coffers  soon 
emptied  and  she  faced  a  series  of  military  disasters  that  further  under¬ 
mined  her  position.  Furthermore,  the  accession  of  a  female  promoted  the 
Pope  in  Rome  to  declare  the  imperial  throne  vacant  and  the  Frankish 
king  Charlemagne  was  crowned  ‘Empror  of  the  Romans”  in  800.  He  in 
turn  sent  Irene  an  offer  of  marriage  which  might  have  united  Eastern  and 
Western  Christendom  under  one  government,  but  it  was  not  to  be:  In  802 
Irene  was  ousted  in  a  coup  led  by  her  finance  minister  Nicephorus,  who 
exiled  her  Lesbos,  where  she  died  the  following  year.

This  filing  of  the  die,  evidenced  by  the  large  die  break  on 
the  reverse,  was  the  cause  of  the  rarity  of  the  Type  1  Adelaide  Pounds, 
as  the  reverse  die  failure  caused  a  new  reverse  die,  of  a  slightly  different 
design,  to  be  created  after  very  few  pieces  had  been  struck  from  die  L 
This  is  the  type  with  fine  edge  reeding.  Well  struck,  with  considerable 
remaining  original  mint  luster,  and  light  handling  marks.  This  type  is  the 
first  true  government  coin  issue,  produced  by  the  Adelaide  Assay  Office, 
which  was  very  close  to  the  gold  fields.  There  was  a  tremendous  shortage 
of  coin,  for  trade  and  exchange,  although  gold  dust  and  nuggets  were  in 
ample  supply.  The  government  of  South  Australia  attempted  to  ease  the 
situation  by  turning  quantities  of  the  gold  into  useable  coin.  Unfortunately, 
this  was  done  before  England  had  given  approval  to  coin  money,  and,  after 
a  very  limited  mintage,  word  came  from  England  to  stop  the  production 
of  gold  coins,  as  they  noted  that  the  Assay  Office  was  not  a  legal  entity 
and  should  not  be  striking  the  coins.  The  Type  1  Adelaide  Pounds  are 
extremely  rare,  and  seldom  offered.  The  only  recent  offering  we  can  refer¬ 
ence  is  the  sale  of  a  wide  grained  example  by  Noble  Numismatics  in  April 
2013  for  approximatel  $104,000.  This  piece  is  considerably  nicer  than  that 
coin.  This  is  the  finest  of  only  2  examples  certified  by  PCGS.

The  noted  ribbon-like  areas  more  lightly  colored  on  the  three  higher  denominations  are  probably  the  result  of  the  coins  being  pressed  against  a  ribbon 
in  the  presentation  case  to  pull  them  out.  From  the  description  of  lot  29098  in  our  2015  NYINC  Signature  Sale,  we  quote:  “ The  problem  of  recalling  the 
moneda  feble  (debased  coinage,  all  in  minor  denominations)  in  Bolivia  ...  was  finally  dealt  with  by  the  decree  of  November  25,  1874.  This  decree  al¬ 
lowed  an  8%  tolerance  in  the  weight  of  the  silver  minor  denominations  up  to  20  Centavos  (minted  to  recall  the  moneda  feble),  the  minting  of  which  was 
henceforth  preferred  to  that  of  the  Medio  Boliviano  (50  Centavos)  and  particularly  the  1  Boliviano  coins,  which  constituted  moneda  fuerte  (full  fineness 
coins).  The  1  Boliviano  coins  were  not  even  issued  between  1879  and  1884:  contemporary  accounts  from  that  period  describe  coins  of  minor  denomina¬ 
tions  piling  up  in  counters  while  1  Boliviano  coins  were  either  exported  to  Argentina  or  kept  as  curiosity  pieces  in  Bolivia  since  hardly  ever  seen!  The 
main  problem  was  a  technical  one,  since  the  40  Hp  steam  press  brought  by  Clemente  Torretti  (of 1868  Patterns  fame)  was  ill-suited  to  mint  large-diameter 
coins.  As  a  result,  the  Boliviano  issues  of  1884,  1887  and  1893  are  very  rare  since  struck  in  very  limited  numbers  for  trial  purposes  when  new  improved 
machinery  was  being  acquired.  ” 


A  law  passed  on  September  6,  1883  authorized  200,000  pesos  towards  the  acquisition  of  new  minting  equipment  which  could  be  operated  by  electrical  or 
hydraulic  means,  and,  as  mentioned  above,  a  few  presentation  strikes  of  each  silver  denomination  were  struck  with  this  equipment.  A  superbly  matched  set 
of  these  presentation  strikes,  each  denomination  the  finest  seen  by  the  cataloger,  and  superior  to  the  Herz/Karon  set  first  offered  in  Kagin’s  ANA  8/1983 
sale  (lot  1448).

The  Dutch  invaded  the  northeast  coast  of  Brazil  in  1630  with  the  intention 
of  establishing  a  colonial  presence  in  South  America.  For  the  initial  2 
years,  the  Dutch  remained  cornered  in  “Fort  Orange  ”  and  under  constant 
attack  by  the  Portuguese.  The  GWC,  a  company  created  by  the  Dutch  to 
“manage”  their  operations  in  Pernambuco,  was  considering  abandoning 
Brazil  all  together  when  in  1632  when  the  Portuguese  commander,  Do¬ 
mingos  Ferreira  Calabar  defected  from  the  Portuguese  army  and  joined 
the  Dutch.  With  Calabar,  the  Dutch  expanded  their  position  north  of  Per¬ 
nambuco  adding  several  important  towns  on  their  way. 

The  Dutch  troops  consisted  mostly  of  mercenary  soldiers  that  no  other 
purpose  for  fighting  than  money.  At  this  time,  mostly  Hispanic  American 
and  Portuguese  coins  circulated  Dutch  Brazil.  The  Dutch  brought  their 
own  money,  the  Guilder,  which  by  the  mid  1640  s  was  extremely  scarce 
and  when  the  galleon  “Zeeland”  ported  in  the  city  of  Recife,  with  gold 
from  the  Dutch  post  in  Guinee,  Africa,  the  GWC  took  a  “share  ”  of  the  pre¬ 
cious  metal.  The  company  was  near  a  desperate  state,  constantly  cornered 
and  under  attack,  and  used  the  gold  taken  from  the  “Zeeland”  to  strike  in 
September  of 1645,  three  denominations;  3,  6  and  12  Guilders. 

There  are  no  records  of  the  exact  numbers  of  coins  that  were  struck  in 
1645  but  scholars  estimate  between  1500  and  2000  of  each  denomination. 
The  important  fact  is  that  coins  struck  in  Brazil  were  not  legal  tender  in 
Holland  and  any  coins  coming  back  to  Europe  had  to  be  exchanged  for 
Dutch  Guilders  (and  this  is  why  the  Brazilian  issue  was  referred  to  as 
the  Brazilian  Ducat)  and  subsequently  were  melted.  In  the  colony,  any 
Portuguese  or  Brazilian  found  with  a  Dutch  coin  ran  the  risk  of  being 
considered  a  traitor  and  hanged.  So  any  coins  staying  behind  in  Brazil 
would  have  been  melted  after  1654  after  the  Dutch  were  finally  ousted 
from  South  America.  The  fact  is  that  very  few  coins  remain  of  both  dates 
and  all  three  denominations.

only  obtained  6  marks  in  usable  planchets,  with  the  rest  spilled  on  the 
ashes.  This  crucible  was  repaired  and  again  placed  near  the  bellows  and 
it  provided  with  near  12  marks  of  good- quality  planchets,  with  the  balance 
being  spilled  over  the  ashes.  This  spilled  gold  was  combined  with  more 
gold  of  Guinea  for  a  total  weighing  32  marks  which  were  again  placed 
in  a  crucible  but,  after  being  placed  into  the  fire,  it  cracked  from  the  top 
half  way  through  the  base,  but  it  was  possible  to  save  half  of  this  gold 
and  turn  it  into  planchets.  Therefore,  after  the  day  was  spent  in  these  four 
exhausting  melting  operations,  we  were  only  able  to  obtain  39.5  marks  in 
planchets,  with  the  other  50  marks  having  to  be  picked  up  from  the  ashes.

A  pristine  coin,  the  surfaces  have  been  preserved 
with  stunning  care,  as  absolutely  no  post-strike  imperfections  as  seen,  and 
natural  tone  circles  the  peripheral  legends.  Perhaps  most  impressive  how¬ 
ever  is  the  strike,  a  needle-sharp  execution  that  has  not  only  detailed  the 
central  motifs  in  fully-intended  clarity,  but  all  the  edges,  with  full  sharp¬ 
ness  in  the  dentils  and  flat  and  squared-off  edges  as  the  coin’s  faces  be¬ 
come  the  rims.  Thought  to  be  produced  in  numbers  around  a  dozen,  their 
appearance  on  the  market,  and  the  PCGS  census  of  just  three  examples, 
suggests  a  lower  survival  rate  today.  While  undocumented  as  such,  al¬ 
most  certainly  issued  for  ceremonial  commemoration  purposes,  as  1931 
marked  that  year  that  the  Ottawa  Mint  passed  from  a  branch  of  Britain’s 
Royal  Mint,  to  an  official  institution  of  Canada.

Incredible  Near-Gem  MS64+  No  LCW  50  Cents 

31118  Victoria  50  Cents  1870  No  LCW  MS64+  PCGS,  Ottawa  mint,  KM6.  A  monumental  example  of  this,  one  of  the  most  coveted  issues  in  all 
of  Canadian  numismatics.  We  wrote  in  the  Belzberg  catalog  (Heritage,  1/2003,  lot  15470)  which  had  a  piece  certified  Specimen  64,  but  no  Mint  State 
example,  “Extremely  rare  in  all  grades,  and  a  classic  rarity  in  the  Canadian  50  Cent  series.  Neither  the  Pittman  nor  Norweb  collections  had  a  Mint  State 
example  of  this  rare  type,  and  PCGS  has  certified  only  three  examples  in  Mint  State  (a  62,  63,  and  this  64+).”  The  Belzberg  Specimen  brought  a  strong 
$103,500  in  January  2003  against  a  top  estimate  of  $100,000.  This  incredible  near-Gem  coin  is  equally  remarkable  for  its  lovely  original  patina,  with 
pastel  lilac  accented  by  dots  of  azure  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  has  more  intense  color,  with  a  similar  palette  to  the  obverse  around  the  periphery  but 
vivid  amber-gold  predominating  inside  the  wreath.  The  strike  is  quite  sharp  overall,  although  minor  softness  shows  on  the  high  points  of  the  obverse  hair. 
Neither  that  nor  the  few  scattered  contact  marks  detract  from  what  must  be  far  and  away  the  most  attractive  and  desirable  business  strike  known — or  imag¬ 
inable — for  this  rare  issue.  The  1870  Victoria  50  Cents  were  the  first  half  dollars  struck  for  Canada,  only  three  years  after  the  Confederation  Act  united 
four  provinces  into  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  The  various  series  issues  were  struck  at  the  Royal  Mint  in  London  or  the  Heaton  Mint  in  Birmingham,  the 
latter  bearing  the  familiar  H  mintmark.  As  the  Province  of  Canada  issued  no  half  dollars,  new  dies  were  needed  when  the  denomination  was  introduced. 
The  dies  were,  unsurprisingly,  designed  by  Leonard  Charles  Wyon,  who  was  born  in  1826  in  one  of  the  houses  of  the  Royal  Mint.  The  first-year  1870 
half  dollars  were  produced  in  two  different  obverse  variants,  with  and  without  the  designer’s  initials  LCW  on  the  truncation  of  the  Queen’s  neck.  The  No 
LCW  coins  also  lack  a  small  shamrock  behind  the  first  jewel  at  the  front  of  the  crown,  and  other  minor  differences  appear  on  that  side  as  well. This  coin 
is  now  among  the  highlights  of  this  wonderful  collection,  but  it  will  continue  to  be  a  future  cornerstone  of  even  the  most  advanced  Canadian  collection 
for  some  forthright  bidder.  An  opportunity  that  will  almost  certainly  not  be  seen  again  soon.

There  are  actually  fewer  examples  of  the  1894  certified  in  circulated 
grades  at  PCGS  than  of  the  1 890H,  although  in  Mint  State  the  relations  are 
reversed;  that  is,  there  are  a  few  more  Mint  State  examples  graded  of  the 
1894  than  of  the  1890H.  (We  note  that  the  PCGS-certified  population  is 
not  necessarily  representative  of  the  entire  population).  In  any  event,  only 
a  single  piece  has  been  certified  by  PCGS  in  MS65  (sold  by  Heritage  in 
our  2010  sale  of  the  Canadiana  Collection),  and  a  mere  two  in  MS64.

The  former  decree 
authorized  the  countermarking  of  cobs  of  acceptable  quality  while  the  latter 
widened  the  scope  of  the  operation,  instructing  to  perform  it  on  any  coin  of 
acceptable  fineness  and  weight  that  were  unknown  to  the  public  and  thus 
also  rejected  at  the  time.  Since  the  cob  coins  were  already  being  regulated 
(by  the  same  operation)  and  the  Spanish  Colonial  milled  ones  were  univer¬ 
sally  known  and  readily  accepted  without  any  need  to  be  countermarked,  the 
coins  targeted  by  the  aforementioned  1 847  edict  were  circular  milled  foreign 
coins  that  were  uncommon  at  the  time  in  Costa  Rica,  hence  a  few  seemingly 
odd  known  coins  noted  by  the  author  for  this  countermark,  including  two 
French  5  Francs  dated  1817  -  ex.  Gibbs  collection  (H.  Schulman  3/1966,  lot

Nearly  Choice  Uncirculated  with  mild  scattered  sur¬ 
face  contact  marks  defining  the  grade,  yet  amazingly  reflective  prooflike 
surfaces,  and  with  nearly  fully  struck  up  details  (a  small  depression  is 
noted  in  the  center  of  the  arms,  with  a  corresponding  very  slight  flatness 
area  of  strike  on  the  Indian’s  skirt).  As  mentioned  in  the  description  of  our 
offering  of  the  only  comparable  example  of  this  issue  in  the  market  (Heri¬ 
tage  Auctions  8/2015,  lot  32173  for  $31,000),  these  two  coins  represent 
the  best  specimens  of  the  Costa  Rica  Onza  of  1850  in  private  hands  (a 
similar  coin  is  currently  housed  in  the  Smithsonian).  Both  of  those  two 
coins  show  later  die-state  compared  to  the  present  offering  pointing  to  later 
strikes,  in  all  probability  trial  strikes  with  full  force  of  the  mint  press  made 
in  1857  before  the  dies  were  used  to  issue  the  second  batch  of  1850-dated 
half  onzas  in  1857-1858  (a  total  of  16,267  coins  were  minted  in  that  pe¬ 
riod).  The  later  die-state  is  identified  by  a  semi-circled  shaped  die  break 
at  the  bottom  of  the  pedestal  below  “1821”  on  the  obverse,  and  slightly 
more  granularity  on  the  dies,  mostly  visible  on  the  Indian  Liberty’s  back 
leg.  On  the  other  hand,  the  present  coin  obviously  instead  constitutes  a 
presentation  strike  made  upon  or  shortly  after  the  dies  were  received  from 
famed  engraver  W.  Wyon  in  1850:  no  traces  of  the  die  break  is  seen,  and 
the  features  of  the  design  are  all  razor  sharp,  obviously  resulting  from 
recently  polished  or  new  fresh  dies,  while  the  slight  weakness  of  strike  in 
the  centers  entirely  corresponds  to  the  less  powerful  minting  press  used  in 
1850.  We  described  the  aforementioned  other  presentation  piece  as  “argu¬ 
ably  the  best  available  example  of  the  Costa  Rica  Z2  Onza  1850 ”  due  to 
its  more  complete  strike  compared  to  the  present,  finely  pedigreed  piece.

1848  5  Franc  issues.  Accompanied  with  an  early  20th  century  Cornelius 
Saunders  &  Francis  Shepherd  of  Birmingham,  England  custom  sterling 
silver  hallmarked  case,  engraved  with  a  seven-line  inscription  that  reads: 
LOUIS  PHILIPPE  I.  1830.  /  TWO  PATTERN  FIVE-FRANC  PIECES

Mary  Tudor,  only  surviving  child  of  Henry  VIII  and  his  first  wife,  the  Catholic  queen  Katherine  of  Aragon,  became  Queen  Mary  upon  her  brother’s  demise 
on  July  19,  1553.  She  ruled  alone  until  July  25,  1554,  the  date  of  her  union  with  Philip  of  Spain.  All  of  her  gold  coins,  which  are  very  rare  today,  were 
made  of  nearly  pure  gold  (.995  fine,  or  23  ct  3.5  grains),  continuing  the  mint’s  attempt  to  regain  confidence  in  the  money  which  had  been  lost  in  the  final 
days  of  Henry  VIII  and  during  the  early  days  of  her  brother’s  short  reign.  When  Mary  ruled  alone,  much  of  the  coinage  in  gold  consisted  of  Angels.  Not 
many  have  survived  the  ages.  However,  her  Angels  struck  with  her  husband’s  name  added  to  hers  were  made  in  much  smaller  quantities,  and  today  they 
are  very  rare  in  any  state  of  preservation.  Only  one  type  exists,  using  the  abbreviated  Latin  legend  on  its  reverse  which  in  full  would  read  A  DOMINO 
FACTUM  EST ISTUD  ET  EST  MIRABILE  IN  OCULIS  NOSTRI  (Psalm  118:23),  meaning  “This  is  the  Lord’s  doing  and  it  is  marvelous  in  our  eyes.”  It 
was  not  the  standard  legend  used  on  Angels.  Its  first  appearance  on  any  English  coin  was  on  the  reverse  of  Mary’s  fine  Sovereign,  as  seen  in  bold  letters 
on  an  accompanying  coin  from  this  collection  in  our  auction.  Mary  was  the  first  female  monarch  of  England  since  Matilda  (daughter  of  Henry  I)  in  the 
early  12th  century,  but  Matilda  was  not  queen  of  a  united  country;  hers  was  an  era  of  civil  war.  Mary  of  course  took  the  throne  only  after  her  infamous 
father  attempted  to  have  a  male  heir  by  numerous  women,  resulting  in  only  one  son,  the  ill-fated  Edward  VI.  Upon  her  brother’s  death  from  tuberculosis, 
what  had  been  unthinkable  to  her  father  took  place:  she  became  Queen  Regent.  Hers  was  not  a  happy  life.  Her  father  had  declared  her  illegitimate  in  his 
zeal  for  a  male  heir.  This  was  reversed  a  decade  later  but  then  Edward  caused  the  same  declaration  when  he  became  ruler,  fearing  her  Catholicism  would 
throw  the  country  back  into  civil  strife.  When  the  throne  was  finally  hers,  she  installed  bishops  across  the  land,  restored  the  Papacy  as  the  official  church 
of  England,  and  reinstated  ancient  heresy  laws.  She  also  married  into  the  Spanish  royal  house.  Now  two  Catholics  ruled  an  unhappy  land.  If  a  person  was 
found  guilty  of  heresy,  he  or  she  was  also  by  dint  of  law  guilty  of  treason,  defined  as  being  of  a  faith  not  that  of  the  monarch.  The  royal  pair  were  opposed 
and  disliked  by  many  aristocrats.  She  and  Philip  took  action  against  such  dissent,  causing  some  300  Protestants  to  be  burned  at  the  stake,  acts  which  gave 
her  the  nickname  of  Bloody  Mary.  While  all  of  this  was  developing,  Mary  sought  to  become  pregnant  so  as  to  leave  a  Catholic  heir.  She  believed  herself 
to  be  with  child  as  her  belly  swelled,  even  though  Philip  rarely  saw  her  as  he  seldom  left  Spain.  Nor  would  he  grant  to  Mary  any  rights  to  the  wealth 
being  mined  in  the  New  World.  Devout,  disliked  by  her  subjects,  feared  by  her  political  opponents,  Mary  Tudor  died  of  stomach  cancer  —  the  bulge  in 
her  belly  she  hoped  was  a  child  —  on  November  17,  1558.  The  kingdom  passed  to  her  younger  sister,  the  Princess  Elizabeth,  whose  politics  and  religion 
brought  union  back  to  the  nation,  and  whose  genius  as  a  queen  brought  great  wealth  to  her  subjects  and  to  the  Crown’s  treasury,  much  of  it  in  the  form 
of  new  gold  coins  showing  Elizabeth’s  likeness,  in  her  name,  but  curiously  retaining  most  of  the  old  Latin  legends  of  Christian  faith.  The  times  changed 
dramatically  after  1558.  The  Renaissance  arrived  in  England  in  full  force.  The  styles  of  the  coins  were  mostly  different,  presenting  more  lifelike  images 
of  the  new  queen.  The  populace  wanted  to  forget  the  Catholic  threats  and  their  queen’s  brief  alliance  with  the  hated  Spanish  monarchy.  As  the  many  bent 
and  defaced  silver  coins,  and  the  rarity  of  the  gold,  of  Queen  Mary  clearly  attest,  her  money  would  mostly  disappear  with  her  memory.  Well-preserved 
golden  Angels  such  as  we  see  here  are  truly  rare  survivors  of  this  tragic  royal  era.

The  denomination  of  20  Shillings  is  notated  as  XX  to  his  right, 
while  the  reverse  depicts  the  ‘Wellington  Declaration’  (that  Charles  would 
uphold  “the  Protestant  Religion,  the  Laws  of  England,  and  the  Liberty 
of  Parliament”)  in  three  lines  on  a  continuous  scroll,  with  three  plumes 
above  and  the  date  and  Oxford  mintmark  below.  A  surface  “wipe”  is  evi¬ 
dent,  with  a  few  diagonal  hairlines  that  do  not  significantly  detract.  In 
terms  of  detail  and  eye-appeal,  certainly  among  the  top  examples  we  have 
encountered.

Born  in  Lyons,  France  in  1735,  Claude  Martin  found  his  way  to  colonial 
India  while  serving  in  the  French  army.  On  account  of  disputes  with  his 
superior  officer,  he,  along  with  many  of  his  fellow  companions,  formed 
their  own  corps  which  worked  in  tandem  with  the  British  East  India  Com¬ 
pany.  As  Martin’s  standing  grew,  he  became  an  important  liaison  between 
the  various  investment  interests  in  the  region  and  significant  rulers  such 
as  the  Nawab  of  Oudh.  He  raised  a  regiment  in  the  campaign  against  the 
Tipoo  Sultan,  and  was  subsequently  elevated  to  the  rank  of  Major-General 
within  the  army  of  the  company.  This  piece  is  part  of  a  series  commis¬ 
sioned  by  Martin  initially  to  the  Soho  mint  to  serve  as  a  token  coinage, 
most  likely  in  the  modules  of  mohur,  rupee,  and  fractional  rupees.  The 
strikings  in  copper  are  rare,  but  occasionally  seen;  examples  in  silver  such 
as  this  one  are  inherently  elusive,  especially  in  such  a  high  grade.

Struck  at  the  very  beginning  of  the  East  India 
Company’s  standardization  of  coinage  under  British  control.  This  pattern  type,  intended  as  a  concept  design,  left  several  of  the  technical  specifica¬ 
tion  of  Act  XVII  (1835)  out  of  the  design;  omissions  included  the  value  of  the  coin  in  English  and  Persian,  “East  India  Company”  lettering,  as  well 
as  the  year  of  the  die.  A  letter,  submitted  to  the  Mint  Committee  in  March  of  1835  read,  “we  beg  leave  to  submit  an  impression  in  pure  gold  of  the 
King’s  head,  with  the  Lion  as  reverse  -  proposed  as  a  double  gold  Mohur  of  360  Grains  (standard)”.  No  response  to  this  letter  was  received  until 
late  in  October  of  that  year.  At  that  time,  several  concerns  were  outlined  by  the  Governor-General  in  Council,  including  his  dislike  of  the  use  of  an 
animal  and  his  favor  towards  a  wreath  or  other  ornamental  embellishments.  By  late  November  however,  in  order  to  avoid  further  delays  in  producing 
a  circulating  type,  Flaxman’s  design  was  approved  and  the  legal  specification  were  added  to  the  design.  By  year  end,  minting  had  commenced  and  in 
January,  official  issuance  began. 

A  pattern  of  incredible  importance  that  exists  as  the  earliest  concept  piece  for  what  would  become  the  largest  denominated  type  of  British  India. 
Surely  no  more  than  a  small  handful  of  this  type  were  originally  struck,  and  today,  survival  in  numbers  more  than  a  few  would  be  a  surprise.  Con¬ 
firmed  examples  include  the  W&S  plate  coin  as  well  as  the  present  coin  -  ex.  Baldwin’s  Auction  53,  Lot  2013.  This  coin,  lightly  handled,  has  several 
marks  around  William’s  neck  truncation  with  other  minor  ticks  here  and  there.  The  fields  remain  deeply  reflective  and  tiny  patches  of  orange-gold 
tone  touch  both  sides.  The  W&S  plate  coin  appears  to  be  of  similar  quality.  All  in  all,  a  great  rarity  and  a  lovely  coin;  for  the  Indian  collector,  an  item 
of  rarely  surpassed  significance.

Struck  during  the  first  year  of  production  for  the  crowned  head  Victoria 
type  and  the  first  instance  of  gold  off-metal  strikes  in  British  India.  The 
reason  for  the  existence  of  this  type  is  not  entirely  known,  but  several 
reasons  can  be  hypothesized.  Possible  reasons  include: 

-  Distribution  to  departments  of  government  prior  to  official  adoption 
of  a  design. 

-  Distribution  to  government  officials  for  personal  keepsake. 

-  Usage  as  an  exhibition  set  at  fairs  and  the  like. 

-  Usage  by  India  Office  for  information  or  distribution. 

Whatever  the  actual  reason,  we  know  today  that  1862-dated  gold  strikings 
are  incredibly  rare,  and  as  a  set,  most  likely  unique.  In  fact,  after  a  search 
of  archived  auction  records,  we  were  only  able  to  find  a  single  instance 
of  a  2  Annas  striking  in  gold  with  none  of  the  other  denominations  being 
represented.  As  a  whole,  the  set  remains  in  breathtaking  condition  with  all 
examples  being  Choice  to  Gem  with  attractive  cameo  contrast.  Adding  the 
appeal  is  the  impressive  King  Farouk  pedigree;  where  it  sold  as  lot  870  in 
the  1954  Sotheby’s  Palace  Collections  auction  as,  “a  brilliant  and  pretty 
set,  very  rare.”

NGC,  Calcutta  mint,  KM521.  It  is  safe  to  assume  5  or  less  of  these  coins 
were  struck  for  presentation  purposes,  and  known  to  exist.  Only  two  com¬ 
plete  1911  Proof  sets  are  known,  most  notably  the  coins  in  the  Ted  Reams 
Collection  are  superior  to  those  that  were  offered  within  the  David  Fore 
Sale,  and  The  British  Museum  has  every  denomination  within  the  1911  4 
coin  set  with  the  exception  of  the  1/2  Rupee.  Most  Proofs  struck  at  The 
Calcutta  Mint  (which  is  where  this  coin  was  struck)  will  almost  never 
exhibit  a  “frosted”  appearance.  However,  The  Calcutta  Mint  produced  su¬ 
perior  strikes/workmanship  in  comparison  to  The  Bombay  Mint,  and  this 
coin  is  a  splendid  example  of  this  statement. 

The  1911  1/2  Rupee  business  strike  was  officially  released  on  December 
12th,  1911  officially  withdrawn  from  circulation  on  January  23rd,  1912  as 
all  the  other  denominations  in  the  series,  nobody  can  truly  confirm  what 
was  distributed  in  lieu  of  the  fractionals  (Two  Annas,  1/4  Rupee,  1/2  Ru¬ 
pee),  and  it’s  a  mystery  which  will  remain  for  many  years  to  come.  How¬ 
ever,  the  business  strike  1911  1/2  Rupee  remains  a  key  coin  within  the 
British  India  series  that  is  highly  sought  after  by  collectors. 

The  last  recorded  example  for  comparison  in  lieu  of  price  terms  we  found 
was  an  “MS”  strike  from  the  David  Fore  sale  which  hammered  for  a  hair 
under  $15,000  in  2013  which  was  not  graded  but  UNC.  Our  offering  is 
“Proof’  as  noted.  In  comparison  to  the  1835  Double  Mohur  Restrike 
Proof,  which  ranges  in  price  from  $25,000-$30,000  from  our  recent  ar¬ 
chived  sales,  the  1911  1/2  Rupee  Proof  in  terms  of  scarcity/availability 
is  far  less  than  the  above  gold  restruck  brethren,  and  its  1911  circulation 
struck  counterpart. 

As  one  can  see  from  viewing  this  coin  in  person  or  online  there  is  no 
evidence  of  die  rust  at  all  on  this  coin.  The  absence  of  die  rust,  and  the 
absence  of  excessive  hairlines  in  the  fields  is  usually  indicative  of  an 
“Original  Proof’  striking  or  a  coin  struck  closer  to  its  “dated  date”.  Essen¬ 
tially  meaning  this  coin  is  an  Original  Proof  striking  made  specifically  for 
presentation  purposes,  and  was  not  supposed  to  leave  The  Calcutta  Mint. 

The  Obverse  :  has  an  exemplary  strike,  gorgeous  light  peripheral  toning 
with  a  multitude  of  colors,  velvety  bulbous  watery  mirrors  that  make  up 
the  fields,  and  the  most  pronounced  “wire  rim”  as  described  by  Mr.  Randy 
Weir  when  this  coin  was  originally  cataloged  as  part  of  The  Ted  Reams 
Collection  in  2012 

The  Reverse  :  sports  ice  like  fields  between  the  devices  with  a  more  than 
superlative  sharp  strike  towards  the  center,  and  has  the  highest  level  of 
detail  in  the  floral  motifs  as  can  be  seen.  The  reverse  generally  for  coins 
within  the  British  India  series  exhibit  a  fuller  strike  on  the  reverse  since 
the  die  was  stationary.  The  moving  part  was  the  obverse  die  coming  down 
on  the  planchette.  Hence  the  fuller  struck  reverse  where  there  is  less  mar¬ 
gin  of  error  for  the  die  to  shift. 

The  1911  1/2  Rupee  Proof  is  supposedly  prepared  to  be  the  finest  striking 
to  be  ever  minted  with  a  full  strike,  pristine  surfaces,  and  superior  qual¬ 
ity  to  any  business  strike  in  terms  of  detail.  Out  of  all  the  denominations 
within  this  set  :  Two  Annas,  1/4  Rupee,  1/2  Rupee,  and  Rupee,  this  coin 
has  the  finest  eye  appeal/toning,  and  above  average  striking  of  any  of  the 
coins  that  will  be  offered.  Is  there  a  better  example  than  this  current  offer¬ 
ing?  More  than  likely  not,  but  possible.

Highly  reflective  and  lustrous  surfaces,  with  some  scattered  hair¬ 
lines  and  inconsequential  contact  marks.  A  light  orange  hue  around  the 
peripheries.  Very  rare,  with  a  low  mintage  of  just  450  pieces. 

One  of  the  final  true  issues  of  the  Papal  States,  as  the  papacy  would  lose 
its  territorial  holdings  later  in  1870,  culminating  with  the  unification  of  the 
Italian  peninsula  under  Vittorio  Emanuele  II  and  Pius  being  relegated  to 
the  walls  of  St.  Peter’s.  Thereafter,  Pius  would  refer  to  himself  as  “Pris¬ 
oner  of  the  Vatican,”  with  the  modem  Vatican  City  state  being  officially 
created  in  1929.

An  exquisite  gem, 
featuring  a  most  attractive  old  collection  tone.  Already  a  popular  crown-sized  issue,  the  splendid,  yet  subtle,  gradient  of  color  simply  adds  to  its  wide¬ 
spread  appeal. 

Of  architectural  interest,  the  lighthouse  featured  upon  the  reverse  of  this  piece  (called  the  Fanale  dei  Pisani)  was  originally  built  by  the  inhabitants  of 
nearby  Pisa  in  1303  upon  a  rock  emerging  from  the  sea.  Comprised  of  two  main  embattled  cylindrical  constructs,  the  tower’s  distinct  shape  is  clearly 
represented  here.

This  piece  was  cast  locally  with  the 
help  of  the  Chinese  who  sand  casted  these  type  of  coins  like  their  Cash- 
coins.  It  was  casted  to  a  lighter  standard,  with  the  48  Stuivers  being  equal 
in  weight  to  seven-eighths  of  a  Lion  Daalder. 

In  contrast  to  the  known  silver  pieces  that  were  struck  (probably  imita¬ 
tions  dated  a  few  hundred  years  later)  the  sand  casted  crude  examples  are 
the  genuine  coinage.  Of  course  these  were  counterfeited  too,  contempo¬ 
raneously  as  well  as  more  recently.  Drs.  Arent  Pol  of  the  former  Dutch 
Geldmuseum  extensively  researched  the  series  of  12,  24  and  48  Stuivers 
resulting  in  a  lecture  in  Teylers  Museum,  Haarlem  The  Netherlands,  on 
24th  of  November  2013,  where  this  specimen  was  deemed  genuine.  These 
coins  were  eventually  withdrawn  from  circulation  in  1647  because  of  the 
production  of  many  forgeries.  They  could  be  exchanged  for  a  period  of 
only  8  days  against  any  European  coinage  from  those  days. 

One  of  the  few  genuine  examples  of  this  early  trade  coinage  available  for 
public  ownership,  and  among  the  most  important  and  historic  coins  that 
we  have  had  the  pleasure  to  offer.

Signed  in  1840,  the  Treaty  of  Waitangi  established  a  formal  British  colony 
in  New  Zealand,  while  attempting  to  normalize  relations  with  the  Maori. 
The  interpretation  of  this  document  was  different  depending  on  the  point 
of  view,  but  the  British  viewed  it  as  granting  full  authority  to  govern, 
while  the  Maori  believed  that  their  right  to  autonomy  would  continue. 
For  over  a  century,  the  treaty  generally  outlined  the  protections  for  the 
Maori,  but  a  council  was  formed  in  1975  in  order  to  research  any  potential 
breaches  upon  native  rights  and  suggest  avenues  of  remedy.  Despite  the 
mixed  interpretations  of  the  treaty,  the  occasion  of  its  signing  is  marked  by 
a  national  holiday  in  New  Zealand,  beginning  in  1974.

Peter’s  reign  in  Russia  was  extremely  unpopular, 
and  very  short,  lasting  only  186  days  before  he  was  overthrown  and  sup¬ 
posedly  assassinated.

IACOBVS  •  II  •  DEI  •  GRATIA  •,  laureate  and  draped 
bust  right;  60  (the  mark  of  value)  below.  Rev.  •  MAG  •  BR  •  FRA  ET  •  HIB  •  REX  •  1688,  crowned  and  garnished  complex  coat-of-arms  of  England  & 
France,  Scotland,  and  Ireland;  all  within  Collar  of  the  Order  of  the  Thistle,  highly  lustrous  and  very  lightly  toned,  with  surfaces  nearly  as  struck.  Of  the 
highest  rarity,  being  one  of  just  three  examples  known. 

The  latter  part  of  the  reign  of  Charles  II  saw  many  problems  at  the  mint  in  Edinburgh,  including  questionable  appointments,  charges  of  corruption,  inac¬ 
curate  weight  standards,  and  political  infighting.  Numerous  officials  were  removed  from  their  posts,  and  the  mint  itself  was  closed  in  1682.  By  the  time 
James  VII  (II)  had  succeeded  his  brother,  a  solution  to  the  weight  problems  was  to  be  achieved  through  the  Trial  of  the  Pyx,  a  judicial  system  in  which  a 
sampling  of  the  new  strikings  were  kept  aside  for  periodic  review  and  assay.  Even  with  this  safeguard,  only  silver  coinage  for  use  in  Scotland  was  issued 
during  his  reign:  40  and  10  shilling  pieces. 

Dies  for  a  larger  denomination,  however,  were  apparently  produced  in  the  form  of  a  60  shilling  piece,  and  were  possibly  by  the  hand  of  one  of  the  Roet- 
tiers.  It  is  speculated  that  these  coins  were  never  produced  due  to  James’s  scandalous  conversion  to  Catholicism,  an  act  which  increased  ill-feelings  toward 
the  monarch  and  hastened  the  actions  to  find  a  solution  to  this  issue — a  solution  ultimately  in  the  form  of  James’s  daughter  and  son-in-law,  Prince  William 
of  Orange,  who  would  succeed  him  following  the  Glorious  Revolution  in  1688. 

The  production  of  these  60  shilling  pieces,  in  the  expected  silver  as  well  as  off-metal  strikings  in  gold,  apparently  took  place  over  a  century  later,  when 
Matthew  Young  rescued  the  dies  and  produced  these  pieces  which  straddle  the  line  between  restrike  (because  originals  never  existed)  and  fantasy  (because 
the  dies  were  an  official  product).  In  any  event,  the  60  shilling  pieces  are  a  glimpse  into  what  may  have  been,  with  the  extremely  rare  gold  issue  providing 
a  keystone  for  any  Scottish  collection,  as  it  is  of  the  highest  rarity  at  only  three  known  specimens.

Clearly  struck  on  a  KM346  Fer¬ 
dinand  II  Two  Sicilies  1838  crown  with  “G.  120”  visible  under  “ORIENTAL”  on  the  obverse  and  the  “1838”  date  under  “MONT...”  on  the  reverse. 
Compared  with  the  current  finest  certified  business  issue  Siege  Peso  (CNG  8/2014  lot  2143,  for  $25,000),  the  difference  in  strike  is  immediately 
apparent  and  -  no  pun  intended!  -  quite  striking  indeed,  as  expected  for  a  carefully  made  presentation  piece.  Although  particularly  well  struck,  the 
aforementioned  business  strike  piece  lacks  substantial  detail  compared  to  the  present  coin  where  all  four  quadrants  of  the  shield  -  the  Montevideo  hill 
(upper  right),  balance  of  scales  (upper  left),  horse  (lower  left)  and  bull  (lower  right)  -  are  fully  detailed,  including  the  heads  and  eyes  of  the  animals. 
The  present  coin  is  also  quite  superior  to  the  other  examined  overstruck  siege  Peso  (one  of  4  known  such  overstruck  coins),  plated  on  pp.  88-89  in 
Almeida’s  “Historia  Monetaria  de  la  Republica  Oriental  del  Uruguay”  and  now  impounded  in  the  collection  of  the  Banco  Comercial  in  Montevideo. 
Quoting  the  description  of  lot  31314  in  our  NYINC  past  Signature  Sale  (Heritage  Auctions  1/2015),  we  note:  “The  1844  Peso  is  easily  Uruguay’s 
most  iconic  issue  and  was  struck  during  the  siege  of  the  city  by  General  Oribe  ...  which  lasted  from  1842  until  1851  and  was  later  referred  to  as  the 
Modem  Troy.  The  Montevideo  mint  had  been  reopened  in  1 844  under  great  difficulties  and  the  silver  used  to  strike  the  issue  was  obtained  from  the 
city’s  inhabitants  including  the  religious  authorities...  Andres  Lamas  (acting  as  Director  Politico  or  mayor  of  Montevideo)  gave  the  2nd  stmck  Peso  to 
minister  of  Exchequer  Jose  de  Bejar  with  the  following  words:  “hereby  lies  the  most  evident  proof  of  our  inhabitants’  generosity...  Each  one  of  these 
pesos  shall  only  be  bequeathed  with  profound  veneration  and  distributed  with  religious  zeal:  they  are  worth  one  hundred  times  the  value  of  common 
pesos  which  do  not  bear  the  motto:  SITIO  DE  MONTEVIDEO.” 

Apart  from  being  Jefe  Politico,  Andres  Lamas  had  also  been  the  driving  force  behind  the  reopening  of  the  Montevideo  mint  in  late  1843  and  also  a 
noted  numismatist  who  assembled  what  is  indisputably  the  finest  cabinet  of  early  Umguay  coins  in  history.  Most  of  his  prized  items  were  dispersed 
in  Buenos  Aires  in  a  series  of  three  public  sales  in  the  early  20th  century  a  few  years  after  his  death  in  1895,  yet  the  present  coin  was  retained  as 
something  evidently  special  by  his  son,  who  finally  relinquished  it  to  Buenos  Aires  dealer  Roman  Pardo  before  WWII  ca.  1925-1929.  Founder  of  the 
legendary  Casa  Pardo  antiquarian  shop,  Pardo  was  Argentina’s  and  South  America’s  main  dealer  in  the  early  20th  century,  a  porteno  B.  Max  Mehl  if 
you  will,  and  among  his  clients  were  Rosa,  Medina,  and  Pena.  Pardo  wrote  the  hereby  included  letter  of  provenance  for  the  coin’s  following  owner, 
Ernesto  Araujo  Villagran,  another  household  name  in  South  American  Numismatics  and  who  wrote  a  lengthy  article  on  the  “Montevideo  Peso”  pub¬ 
lished  in  1956.  The  piece  was  later  sold  in  the  November  11,  1958  auction  of  the  Uruguay  Numismatic  Institute,  as  recorded  in  both  the  November- 
December  newsletter  of  the  Institute  and,  later,  on  p.  89  in  Almeida  as  follows:  “Peso  del  Sitio,  1844,  overstruck  on  a  Ferdinand  II  Two  Sicilies  crown, 
with  letter  of  provenance  indicating  that  it  belonged  to  Andres  Lamas,  FDC.”  It  is  no  surprise  that  Lamas  made  sure  that  the  example  of  the  siege 
Peso  that  would  belong  in  his  cabinet  was  made  with  meticulous  care.  Per  the  coin’s  rather  advanced  die  state,  it  was  undoubtedly  produced  at  the  end 
of  the  1,226  mintage  run.  As  the  only  Specimen  quality  representative  of  the  iconic  Montevideo  peso,  coupled  with  its  impeccable  provenance  (the 
Lamas  pedigree  is  equivalent  to  being  acquired  from  the  mint)  and  its  additional  rarity  as  an  overstruck  piece,  it  is  hard  to  overemphasize  the  desir¬ 
ability  of  the  present  coin.

12.  If  Auctioneer  calls  for  a  full  increment,  a  bidder  may  request  Auctioneer  to  accept  a  bid  at  half 
of  the  increment  (“Cut  Bid”)  only  once  per  lot.
